For 15 cents in silver, you can get a late 
issue of the magazine, This Week.

P. O. Box 10404, Mexico, D. F. This weekly 
includes a shopping guide, lists of things to 
do, places to eat, airplane and train sched- 
ules, tours, fiestas, sections on each of the 
principal tourist cities, lists of hotels and 
apartments, maps, mileage tables, and ele- 
vations. Written in English and Spanish, 
the magazine provides good language prac- 
tice before you go. A year’s subscription 
costs $3.00. 

Get your tourist card at the nearest Mexi- 
can Consulate. There are offices in Seattle, 
Portland, San Francisco, Los Angeles, Phoe- 
nix, and Tucson as well as at the border in 
Laredo and Nogales. At the border, it will 





be necessary to prove ownership of your 
car before you can get the car permit. The 
Mexican customs officials are under orders 
to make border insrections as cursory as 
possible but they will list all extra items on 
your car and the numbers on the tires. 


ON MAIN HIGHWAYS 


Roads are good. Although the Pan Ameri- 
can Highway makes a difficult climb 
through the Sierra Madre it is beautifully 
engineered. From Tamazunchale to Zima- 
pan you climb from sea level to 8000 feet at 
El Doranzo on a grade so gradual that at 
no point is the grade over 6 per cent. The 
highway between Mexico City and Puebla 
is impressive and tree-lined, as is the high- 
way out of Cuidad Victoria. 

Whatever highway hazards there are arise 
from drivers and pedestrians, their habits, 
and livestock. “In Mexico,” report the Tib- 
betts, “the motorist is responsible and is ex- 
pected to watch for cattle. If one doesn’t 
drive carefully, he is apt to run over ani- 
mals. We found pigs the worst offenders. 
Sometimes a pig changes his mind in the 
middle of the road and reverses his direc- 
tion without warning. People are more than 
cautious, however. They get off the road 
into a ditch to let automobiles go by.” 
According to Mr. Bascom, “One travels at 
night with dimmers only. Buses often travel 
on moonlit nights with no lights at all. 
Throughout Mexico there’s a greater pro- 
portion of buses to passenger cars as com- 
pared with the United States. Truck and 
bus drivers exercise great care and caution 
and usually travel only 35 to 40 miles an 
hour on the open highway. Speed limits are 
in kilometros and must be reduced by about 
one-third to arrive at our miles. In cities, 
jay walking is practiced with immunity. 
People dodge and weave through busy traf- 
fic everywhere. But in all Mexico you won’t 
see a sign requesting you to ‘Slow Down for 
Pedestrians’ anywhere.”

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The Tibbetts found the absence of road 
signs confusing in Puebla. “On our way out 
of town we used the trial and error method. 
On one error try we drove into what ap- 
peared to be a private hacienda.” 


Main traffic arteries in the larger cities are 
noisy. Laws say you must toot your horn 
before entering every intersection. If a 
motorist coming from another direction 
toots his horn first, you must wait until he 
passes. The apparent confusion caused by 
these “drivers by the horn” makes it wise 
for the tourist to engage a guide while in 
the cities. 


ROADSIDE SERVICE ° 

If the roads are good, the same cannot be 
said for the service stations. You will not 
find them on every corner. So it is advisable 
to carry an emergency can of gasoline from 
the time you cross the border. The Tibbetts 
discovered that you may find it difficult to 
buy gas even after you have found a sta- 
tion. “Tamazunchale made us sit up and 
take notice when the man at the gas station 
announced ‘No gas.’ Now this situation ap- 
pears to be a common thing in Mexico. The 
solution to this problem is simple. Just buy 
yourself a five-gallon can and carry your 
own gas wherever you go. You might also 
try the trick we did of filling your tank as 


often as possible, even if it takes only two 
or three gallons. That saved us on the way 
back at exactly the same place, Tamazun- 
chale. We saw several motorists headed 
toward Mexico City who were unfortunate 
enough to have empty gas tanks.” 

As for service, you will not find the kind 
you are accustomed to in the United States. 
“If your windshield needs cleaning,” reports 
Mr. Bascom, “you tip a boy about 20 cen- 
tavos. Air, water, or any other extra serv- 
ice call for more tipping. In many towns, 
there is but little pretense of a service sta- 
tion as such, and gas is poured into the car’s 
tank through a funnel. Mexican gasoline 
has a lower octane rating than most of the 
United States products. Consequently your 
car won’t respond with its normal pep. In 


-only one instance, however, did we have 


difficulty buying gas. At Guadalajara we 
waited in line for two hours before we could 
get our tank filled. A tourist who had vis- 
ited Guadalajara three weeks previously 
said he had to wait for three full days before 
he could get gasoline.” 

The Bascoms found labor costs for work on 
automobiles from one-half to two-thirds the 
rate they were accustomed to paying in the 
United States. Most auto courts, they 
found, offered ample room and protection 
for their car. 


















































WHETHER by highway or rail, your trip 
down the west coast of Mexico will be 
rough. You'll find miles and miles of roads 
under construction. Although two million 
dollars have been appropriated by the Mex- 
ican government for completing the ‘high- 
way from Nogales through Guaymas and 
Tepic to Guadalajara, at present it’s pass- 
able only from Nogales to Guaymas and 
from Tepic to Guadalajara. 

Between Guaymas and Tepic, approxi- 
mately 701 miles, there is no choice but to 
travel by train. Even then, travel isn’t easy. 
You'll find your accommodations “appro- 
priated” and invaded unless you travel first 
class rather than coach. 


‘ But if it means anything to you to be in 


the vanguard of the flocks of tourists sure 


to follow when travel is simplified, your per- 
sonal discovery of things still not common 
to tourist fare will be reward enough to 
compensate for your rugged journey. 

It seemed worth the trouble to Maxine 
Viereck of Guaymas and the Tibbetts fam- 
ily of Moraga, California. Miss Viereck 
made her way from Guaymas to Guadala- 
jara visiting eight towns en route while the 
Tibbetts drove their car to Guaymas, ship- 
ped it by train to Tepic, and carried on 
from there. The report that follows draws 
upon their experience. 


BY ROAD OR BY TRAIN FROM NOGALES 

There are two Nogales, twin border towns. 
Have your papers sent to Laredo if you 
plan to return on the Pan American High- 
way. The Tibbetts met washboard roads 
and reported detours beginning 40 miles 
beyond the border. “Bridges are being 
constructed to carry off excess water. Ce- 
ment piers are in but there are no tops on 
them. Each time we hit one we had to drop 
down the side of the bank into the dry 
creek bed and up the other rutted side and 
finally back on the road. Many times these 
detours were so steep the bumpers dragged.”

HERMOSILLO 

Barren desert stretches with silt, sand, cac- 
tus are relieved by a weird gray leafless tree 
with beautiful waxen blossoms. Both parties 
stopped at Hotel Laval where a double 
room without meals costs $4. The Pullman 
fare from Nogales is $7.70. 

The road is washboard south from Hermo- 
sillo. To save their tires, the Tibbetts drove 
at a maximum speed of 15 miles per hour. 


GUAYMAS——END OF THE HIGHWAY, 
CONTINUE BY TRAIN 

The desert ranges march out into the sea. 
Sunsets are pink and glowing because of the 
combination of atmospheres. This is a sport 
and market-fishing center with bass, sail- 
fish, yellowtail, shrimp, and clams sold 
daily. Boats are for hire. 

The Playa de Cortes, with its separate bun- 
galows and salt water pool, is the best ac- 
commodation at $12.50 up, single, with 
meals. The smaller Miramar has 60 rooms 
and cottages at $2.50 up, single, without 
meals. The train fare from Hermosillo to 
Guaymas is $2.62. 

Since everyone advised the Tibbetts to see 
the quaint town of Tepic en route to Gua- 
dalajara, they inquired about road condi- 
tions beyond Tepic. Encouraged by reports, 
they decided to ship their car from Gu- 
aymas to Tepic. It cost about $200. 
“Several people had told us that to ship a 
car might take months. One man said, ‘Oh! 
That is too bad. My car took six months to 
get to Guadalajara.’ After a visit to Senor 
Joaquin Zapeda, Superintendent of the 
Sonora Division, Southern Pacific of Mex- 
ico, at Empalme, six and a half miles from 
Guaymas, we had*the car and trailer put 
into a boxcar and sealed up that same aft- 
ernoon. It was to go ahead of us on the 
Mizxto (mixed freight and passenger). We 
caught the Rapido. The morning after our 
arrival in Tepic, the station agent called to 
tell us that our automovil had arrived. 
“A special engine had brought our car from 
Mazatlan during the night. The agent 


scratched his head and kept looking at the - 


telegram from the General Offices in Guada- 
lajara. It had paid to call on Senor Zapeda 
in Empalme.” 


NAVAJOA 

This is in the heart of the Mayo Indian 
country from which agricultural products 
are shipped to the United States. It’s an 
overnight run from Guaymas on the train. 
Pullman fare is $5.77. There are two hotels 
in town but you may wish to stay at the 
Byerly, $1.50 up, single, owned and op- 
erated by Americans from Wyoming. 


SIDE TRIP TO ALAMOS 

It’s only two hours and $2 by station wagon 
to the mining center of Alamos. 

This one time silver-mining capital of 
Sonora was the outfitting center for mines 
farther east and south. Since there are no 
resort hotels here, a tourist from the United 
States is a novelty. Rooms in the Hotel 
Alamos or the Casa de Huespedes cost only 


40 cents a day. Private baths are an un- 
known luxury and water is carried to the 
rooms in pitchers. Write ahead to Seforita 
Emilia Almada for comfortable quarters if 
you prefer to stay in her adobe home. 
Maxine Viereck found Alamos a leisurely 
place: “Although the rich silver mines have 
passed with the centuries of Mexican his- 
tory, the warm gold of sunlight still showers 
the cobblestone streets, the evergreen trees 
in the plazas, and the bell tower of the ma- 
jestic cathedral. 

“Many of the white colonial houses are roof- 
less now. Underneath the palm trees on 
Calle de Palmeras, children roll their ruedas 
(hoops) or carry their books to school. Bur- 
ros, loaded with firewood, wait patiently for 
their masters in front of the cantinas (bars). 
“When .you shop for fruit in the mercado 
the merchants are never so busy that they 
cannot stop to chat about the weather, your 
affairs or theirs. If you stop for cafe in one 
of the open restaurants, you'll find that the 
cook, waitresses, and the other customers 
are all interested in you. There is a whole- 
hearted effort to share the friendliness of 
their little town with strangers. 

“There are no telephones or movies in Ala- 
mos. The residents entertain their friends in 
the adobe brick patios underneath grape 
arbors and mango trees. In the evening, the 
young senoritas promenade around the 
plaza while the muchachos (young men) 
walk in the opposite direction. This allows 
a boy to look over the field while a girl gives 
encouraging smiles to the boy of her choice. 
He then asks her to sit on a bench with him 
where they platicar (converse) with the 
maximum of propriety. 

“The cost of living is lower in Alamos than 
in more thriving pueblos of Mexico. You 
can order a well-balanced meal for one peso 
(about 20 cents). There are so many vacant 
houses that you can buy one which has 
already endured for a century or more at 
a cost of $2000. Rents are very low if you’d 
like to stay a while.” 

The return to Navajoa from Alamos is by 
station wagon taxi. The route continues by 
train from Navajoa. 

SAN BLAS 

This is four hours and $2.21 from Navajoa. 


SIDE TRIP TO LOS MOCHIS 

Another $2 taxi ride will take you over the 
30 miles of paved road to Los Mochis. 
Here is the biggest sugar refinery in the 
Republic. Indians haul sugar cane on tiny 
burros. Hombres de negocio (businessmen) 
are everywhere with their briefcases. This 
popular winter resort has a country club. Its 
Hotel Bienestar is in attractive surround- 
ings; $4 a day, single, with meals. You can 
make a trip out to the landlocked harbor 
at Topolobampo to see the shrimp factory 
which supports the town and the houses 
that cling to the cliffs. The bus trip costs 
80 cents each way. 

You can return to San Blas for the trip by 
train to Culiacan (fare $6.22) or take the 
bus directly to Culiacan from Los Mochis.

bus) from Los Mochis for $3.60. 


CULIACAN 

This capital of Sinaloa is in the tropics of 
Mexico’s west coast. This is one of the 
larger governmental agricultural projects. 
Stop at the pleasant little Hotel Sylvia on 
the plaza, $2.50 a day, double. Hire a two- 
wheeled arana and clip-clop over the cob- 
blestones to see the state buildings and the 
outer residential area. Overnight from Cu- 
liacan to Mazatlan by Pullman costs $8.20. 


MAZATLAN, ON THE COAST 

This tropical seashore resort is opposite the 
tip of Lower California. The preferred ho- 
tel is the Belmar, $4 up, single, with meals, 
about 10 minutes walk from the bathing 
beach. There is a carnival in February and 
a sport fishing tournament from November 
to May. Fishing for broadbill, sailfish, mar- 
lin, tuna, black sea bass is excellent. There 
are excursions by boat to nearby tropical 
isles, and surf riding off the beach at Rock 
Island is excellent. 

Climbing from sea level at Mazatlan to 
Tepic, you pass through lush tropical coun- 
try. Green banana trees and fields of corn 
flourish in the rich, orange soil. From the 
train window you can see wildflowers and 
brooks that give the passing scene a Disney, 
fairy-like quality. It takes 12 hours and 
$8.20 for the train fare. 


TEPIC, GOOD ROADS AGAIN 

Here is a beautiful tourist setting with tem- 
perate climate in the city, tropical warmth 
at nearby beaches, cool breezes in the neigh- 
boring mountains. Everything is under re- 
pair or construction in anticipation of a 
tourist campaign about two years hence. 
Tepic is the home of the three-century-old 
church of Santa Cruz with its fabled cross 
of grass. 

The two hotels in town are the Palacio, 
$1.50 up, single, and the Imperial, $1 up. 
The Tibbetts report: “The Palacio was con- 
sidered better, but one look at the hard 
pads instead of mattresses on the bed made 
us decide to take a look at the Imperial, 
down the street at the town square. It was 
not much better, but the beds did have thin 
mattresses. The Mexicans build their ceil- 
ings high to keep the rooms cooler in the hot 
season. The French doors had tall, narrow 
panels carved from native hardwoods. The 
floors of bare tile had small cotton rugs be- 
tween the old-fashioned iron beds. In one 
corner of the room, a bath stall had been 
added in recent years. Tile walls extended 
shoulder high with an opening in one side. 
The whole bath, with shower, toilet, and 
basin, was about four feet square. The floor 
had an undersized drain. When we took 
showers the water not only covered the 
wash basin and toilet but ran out into the 
room as well. As is the custom in Mexico, 
the hotel is built around a large patio. An 
open porch across the front of the hotel 
opens onto the plaza. In the evening, a 
band plays and people of the town gather 
to talk and dance. 

“On one occasion, as we were leaving the 
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hotel, a middle-aged, well-dressed Mexican 
introduced himself with the usual custom of 
handing us his card. We thought, of course, 
that he was another guide offering his serv- 
ices. Instead, having learned that we were 
from the United States, he wished to ask if 
we would do him ‘the pleasure of visiting 
in his home only a few blocks away.’ We 
went with him and were entertained in his 
home. He enjoyed having us converse with 
his daughter who was studying English and 
our compliment on her pronunciation.” 
There is a good gravel road from Tepic to 
the town of Tequila, a distance of 101 miles. 
The remaining 38 miles from Tequila to 
Guadalajara is paved road. 

From Guadalajara to Mexico City, it is 
438 miles over a paved highway by way 
of Morelia and Toluca. By way of San 
Luis Potosi to the Pan American Highway 
at Antiguo Morelos is 412 miles on paved 
roads on which driving is easy.

FROM VALLES on the Pan American 
Highway, your logical destination south 
would be Tamazunchale. But if the lure 
of the place you can find on no road 
map ensnares you, you can take a vaga- 


bond journey off the main road into the . 


land of the Hestecas. You won’t be the 
first. Louise Tibbetts and her family have 
anticipated you. 

They suggest that to explore this Indian 
country you turn west off the highway at a 
junction three miles south of Huichihuayan 
and proceed to Xilita. “About a mile off 
the main road we came to a river where two 
Indian men ran down to the bank to ferry 
us across on a small hand ferry. They used 
long sticks or poles and a piece of cable 
strung from bank to bank to keep the ferry 
in tow. A man on horseback rode the ferry 
with us. The river was lovely. In both 
directions the trees hung over the water and 
had a lacy-looking moss hanging from them. 
The water was a beautiful blue-green and 
we had never seen so many fish -in one 
place before. We tipped the man a peso as 
there is no set charge for the ferry ride. 
“After leaving the ferry we started up a 
road which had been built from rock by the 
people. It was narrow but well built. As 
we climbed the mountain the vegetation be- 
came more and more tropical. Gigantic 
trees were studded with parasitic orchid 
plants. Immense ferns of all kinds, large 
leaf plants, coffee plants, and wild bananas 
hugged the earth. At one place the trees 
were so large and overhanging that the road 
looked like a tunnel through the vegetation. 
If one is extremely quiet he may hear the

Last month we suggested that you 
try an Indian Summer vacation for 
a change. Since then we’ve heard 
from resort people at many of the 
best vacation places. Everybody, it 
seems, agrees that now is the time 
to go. 

In Southern Arizona, the ‘“‘wel- 
come mat” is already out. Appar- 
ently the resort people down there 
spent the summer building new ac- 
commodations like crazy. Around 
Phoenix alone, some 726 new units 
were built in 70 tourist courts. The 
same is true of Tucson. But that 
doesn’t mean peak season reserva- 
tions will be any easier to get. Pres- 
ent indications are that 1947-1948 
will be the biggest year ever, and by 
New Year’s Day, resort and guest 
ranch accommodations will be as 
hard to find as 50-yard line seats in 
the Rose Bowl. 

Don’t be discouraged, however. 
There are two excellent solutions to 
the reservation problem. If you really 
can’t go any time except during the 
height of the winter season, then 
make your reservations now. You 
shouldn’t have much trouble getting 
what you want if you act promptly. 

A much better plan, though, is to 
toss your toothbrush and extra sox 
into your suitcase and head for the 
sunny Southwest right away. You'll 
find the weather perfect, places un- 
crowded, and informality the watch- 
word. Some of the resorts have 
special rates in the late fall and 
early winter. 

Fifty years ago some eastern 
people discovered what a healthful 
place the sun picks to spend the 
winter—and they have been coming 
all the way out to Southern Arizona 
and Palm Springs in larger numbers 
every year since. For folks on the 
Pacific Coast, it is a much shorter 
and easier trip. Our Golden State 
and Sunset Route trains run through 
the heart of the sun country, making 
it little more than a day’s jaunt from 
most points. 

We have four fine trains serving 
this area every day. The Golden 
State, with all streamlined Pullmans 
and chair cars is the first one out 
every morning. It leaves Los Angeles 
at 11:15 a.m. At half past noon, the 
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fast, comfortable Sunset Limited 
starts out. The Sunset carries mod- 
ern, air-conditioned Pullmans and 
reclining chair cars.

With all these trains to choose 
from, and with reservations fairly 
easy at the moment, it certainly 
looks as if ‘‘now is the time for all 
good men to sun themselves in the 
Southwest.” 

(P.S. While we’ve been talking 
mostly about Southern Arizona, 
what we’ve said goes for the desert 
around Palm Springs, Imperial Val- 
ley and the sunshine sections of 
Texas and New Mexico as well.) 
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Please pardon us for feeling proud, 
but we think the new daily schedule 
of the City of San Francisco is just 
about the biggest thing since the 
World’s Fair. Ever since this famous 
streamliner started running between 
San Francisco and Chicago, we simply 
haven’t had enough Pullman space 
and chair car seats on it to go around. 
Now, while the daily City continues 
to be one of the nation’s most pop- 
ular trains, you can make your Pull- 
man or chair car reservations as far 
in advance as you wish, and be sure 
of getting the accommodations you 
want. 

Incidentally, the San Francisco 
Overland is on a new, faster schedule 
now—48 hours flat to Chicago from 
San Francisco.

hum and strange undertone of parrots in 
the trees. 

As the little village came into view, we 
noticed terraced flagstone steps and streets 
built on the sides of the mountains. To 
approach the center of the town one must 
drive on the outskirts, completely around 
the town. It is impossible to get lost, as the 
town is small and there is only one main 
road. Xilita is the principal coffee-produc- 
ing village of northern Mexico. Not one 
person attempted to sell us anything. Cof- 
fee berries were drying in the sun. 

“As we went through the narrow streets 
into the center of the town, people peered 
out at us. Eventually they grew bolder and 
came out and stared curiously. School chil- 
dren swarmed out of the little school, ex- 
cited to see strangers, and started tagging 
us through the streets. The young, attrac- 
tive teacher seemed quite annoyed at first, 
but finally dismissed the children. They 
were more interested in our three youngsters 
than in us. Apparently few children visit 
Xilita. Many of the children were red haired 
and blond with light skin. Some had curly 
hair. This seemed strange to us as we were 
under the impression that Mexicans were 
olive skinned and always had dark, straight 
hair. We were told that these people are 
descendants of the Aztecs. 

“We saw what seemed to be a restaurant, 
the front was open and there was a neat 
arrangement of tables and chairs. We asked 
for cafe con leche (coffee with milk). The 
small light-skinned woman returned quickly 
with a steaming cup of delicious coffee. It 
cost a cent and a half. Near the center 
square we spied a small dirty boy with his 
dog. We took his picture, but the boy re- 
fused to accept money. He just smiled and 
shyly backed away. Money meant nothing 
to him. 

“On the walk around the town square, we 
met an old man in a hand-made wheel chair. 
It was doweled together without nails and 
made very much like early American-made 
furniture. He was very friendly. The In- 
dians at Xilita wore interesting but differ- 
ent sandals. They were really quite hand- 
some. Hanging over a rafter in one store 
was a very beautiful sarape, with figures of 
people and horses woven into it. We felt 
we had seen a part of the real Mexico, as 
we wound our way down the narrow moun- 
tain road to Tamazunchale.” 












































A TRIP off the beaten track took Jane 
Allen to Tuxpango, an Indian village that 
lies between Orizaba and Fortin, 200 miles 
east of Mexico City on the route to Vera 
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Cruz. To reach this Mexican Shangri-la, 
she reports: 

We bought bus tickets, through the cour- 
tesy of our hotel manager, for about 50 
cents, American money, and began a very 
rough and rugged trip over an unpaved, 
rutted trail. At the end of the road, we dis- 
embarked and hiked a short distance to the 
cable house. Here we stood enchanted at 
the vast, lush valley below, and looked down 
on a winding river, almost hidden by trop- 
ical growth. A few scattered huts, pro- 
tected by the overgrowth, were the only 
indications of civilization. 

In order to descend to the valley, the na- 
tives either walk down the nearly perpen- 
dicular mountainside, or if they care to wait, 
ride down in the cable car. Its narrow 
gauge track affords amusement for Indian 
boys who climb the steep path from the 
valley in order to slide swiftly down on a 
12-inch piece of metal which they fit over 
the rail. 

The cable car, a small, flat, wooden plat- 
form on wheels, had three rows of wooden 
benches in front. As these were occupied 
when we arrived, we sat on the side, legs 
dangling, fingers gripping the edge, backs 
pushing against a large sack of flour that 
seemed determined to shove us off. Live 
chickens fluttered noisily at our sides. And 
so we descended into the valley. 

After a too-short visit through the village, 
school, electric power plant, and cigar fac- 
tory, we returned to the “station,” a small, 
open shed, to await the cable car for our 
return trip. Here we sipped cokes to tunes 
from a juke box.

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With a little money and a light hand 


THIS is the first of three chapters of a re- 
port on home furnishing ideas planned espe- 
cially for these situations: 

The temporary apartment, especially those 
housing our college student families. 

The new house which is being furnished 
piece by piece on a restricted budget and in 
need of extremely inexpensive temporary 
solutions to permit the purchase of per- 
manent pieces. 

The beach cabin, weekend house, and in- 
formal rooms. 

To keep the ideas practical, we placed 
numerous limitations upon the method of 
solving the problem. No materials were to 
be used that were not available in quantity. 


The results must not be dependent upon 
unusual skills in cabinet work, sewing, 
painting, and so forth. The amount of time 
required in making and assembling must be 
limited to that of mothers with children. 

Sunset’s editorial assistant, Ellen Sheridan, 
made the project real and personal. She 
met with student families—scores of them. 
She learned their problems first-hand. She 
shopped as they would for the answers. 
Wherever special skills were involved, she 
inveigled women who had never attempted 
such ventures to do the actual work. All 
stenciling of fabrics shown in the photo- 
graphs, for example, was done by women 
who never before had attempted such work. 
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Here we started with a standard clothes drying frame. It cost $2.50. The plywood trays are 
held to the dowels of the frame by cleats, simple wood locking strips underneath. Trays are 





The pleasantly shocking trick of using 
stools and cots for table bases was premedi- 
tated. Not only does it make most pieces 
a job of assembly, rather than a creative 
task, but it eliminates the need for perfec- 
tion. The surprise of the trick covers all 
flaws and shortcomings in materials. 

The furnishings shown should not be con- 
sidered as an end in themselves. They sim- 
ply suggest what can be done. If you can’t 
find the particular stools shown, for exam- 
ple, use a substitute. Once you catch the 
spirit of the thing, anything can happen. 
Then, as you walk through any store, your 
eye will transform the most simple utili- 
tarian pieces into home furnishings.

trimmed with 34 round. Each can be removed and carried about for serving or left in position 
for a buffet. Total cost of the complete unit was $3.55. Other uses for the frame on page 23 
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The coffee table i is pl from an Army cot frame. 
Saw the frame at the center, keeping two pairs of 
legs. Cut the two end cross-bars flush with the side 
rails and nail them in place. Use a Y-inch strip under 
the edge of the plywood top to hold it in place. Ply- 
wood shelves, trimmed with quarter round, keep the 
legs from turning under. This table costs less than $5 


Picture frames are 12-inch squares of Chinese rush- 
ing. Start at the center. Cut the thread holding the 
rushing together. Unravel until a 24-inch wide frame 
is left. With brown twine sew back and forth across 
the width of the frame to stop more unravelling. 
Sew a square of heavy cardboard to one side. Paint 
the inside edge of the frame. This heightens its three 
dimensional appearance. Cost of eight frames, $4.80 
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End tables are camp stools. A Navy stool makes a 
table 18 inches square; an Army stool, a rectangular 
table. Make a box as pictured for a base, turn the 
stool on its side and nail it to the box. Trim the 
Y-inch plywood top with quarter round. Fasten the 
top to the stool with nails or screws. Since the Army 
stool is lower, you'll need two boxes for a base 


The lamp consists of one 39 cent fishbowl, two 15 
cent wicker rug beaters and scrap lengths of rushing 
saved from the picture frames. Fit a top on the bowl 
as a base for electrical parts. Braid rushing around 
the neck. Glue the fan-shaped ends of the rug beat- 
ers to the bowl. Cut the handles where they meet the 
lamp shade supports. Run the cord outside the bowl 
and fill with water made green with food coloring 








For the table you need two dressing table 
stools and a’ piece of plywood. When you 
buy them the stools probably will have kid- 
ney-shaped seats. Saw the seats square, turn 
the stools over, and lay the plywood across 
the legs. Nail cleats underneath the top to 
fit tight against the legs and prevent wob- 
bling. Trim the top with 1-inch-wide strip 
around the edges. The table should be fin- 
ished with several coats of enamel. This is 
best, also, for the other pieces shown on fol- 
lowing pages. The grain of the softwood of 
which they are made ordinarily does not 
appear to advantage with natural finishes.

The curtain is bamboo screen drawn hori- 
zontally. Insert curtain pins through a 6- 
inch wide strip of canvas folded over and 
glued to the top edge of the screen. Hook 
pins to curtain loops hung on overhead rod. 































Slip plywood inserts between the legs on 
opposite sides of the stool and use it as a 
magazine rack. Or, change the position of 
one stool under the coffee table and you 
have table and magazine holder together. 





We designed the chair by sitting in it as 
we went along. Since a chair is meant for 
sitting, what better approach could there 
be? The frame and seat are °4-inch stock. 
Seat boards are supported on cleats nailed 
diagonally from front to back along sides of 
the frame. The back is 34-inch plywood 
fitted in notches cut in the frame. It is 
braced with cleats, held tight with screws. 
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If a limited budget must cover the purchase of tables and a chair at the 
same time, quality may suffer. It would be better to put the money 
into a good chair and use temporary tables. Here we simply disregarded 
the labels on a laundry basket, the kind seen in stores, which has a can- 
vas bag stretched between the uprights and a common, clothes drying 
frame. We were interested in the forms, not the purpose. The clothes 
basket frame was just what we wanted for the low table to the left of 
the chair. The taller table is the drying frame, dressed up with a ply- 
wood top. Total cost of both is less than $8. 


The low table is 21 inches high, 1634 inches 
wide, and 36 inches long. After you remove 
the canvas basket you can spread the frame 
to any length you wish. Nail cleats on the 
underside of the top to catch the cross- 
bars. We trimmed the top with 14-inch 
quarter round. Cleats fasten the top to the 
clothes dryer table, too. It is 30 inches 
high, 20 inches wide, and 24 inches long. 
The screen in the background is a Chinese 
straw rug supported on cleats nailed ver- 
tically every 6 inches to make it stable. 
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No excuses need be made for an orange-crate book case. Nor 
for a coffee table of camp stools. Each is an honest de- 
sign. Forty orange crates were used here. For a book case, 
turn crates sideways, stack them as wide and high as you 
please. Place 2- by 3-inch blocks as footing. Nail crates 
to the footing blocks. Nail adjoining ends together (A); 
nail strips at back of boxes, vertically, where boxes join 
(B). Facing strips, 34 by 34 inch, cover inner divider 
boards (C); 3%- by 14-inch strips hide the box ends (D). 
Glue canvas to the sides and top to finish the book case. 
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Three Navy folding stools form the frame for the coffee table. 
Remove the canvas seats and turn stools upside down. If Army 
stools are used as shown in alternate plan at right, the stools 
need not be inverted. These stools make a little smaller table 
but the building procedure is the same. On each side, nail a 1- by 
3-inch strip outside the bottom of the legs of the three stools. 
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Make an open shelf of 1- by 3-inch pieces running lengthwise in- 
side the legs and nailed to bottom cross bars. Fill open space 
at the intersections of legs of the end stools with plywood. 
This forms a trough for magazines or a V-shaped plant container. 
Fasten the 44-inch plywood top to the legs of the center section 
with screws. All screw heads should be countersunk and filled. 


The desk at the left is unbelievably simple. 
It consists of two wooden kitchen stools 
turned upside down. The top is a piece of 
plywood 55 inches long and 201% inches 
wide. The desk is the most expensive piece 
on these two pages but its total cost is under 
$10. The screen is made of two yards of win- 
dow decorators’ corrugated board, backed 
with unbleached muslin for durability and 
greater strength. 








The desk stools are 30 inches high. Turn 
them over and nail plywood shelves to the 
rungs. Round the front corners of the 
shelves. The top shelf extends 2% inches 
past the rung; the others overhang 2%4 
inches. Sides and back are closed with ply- 
wood nailed to the legs. Use cleats on the 
underside of the top to fit over the legs and 
hold it in place. Finish with a 1%4- by 1-inch 
strip, mitered at the corners and nailed to 
the edge. Stool cost $3.00. 
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Glassed-in porches 


INVARIABLY, when a wide porch is 
glassed-in, it quickly becomes the most-used 
room in the house. And when furnished for 
a variety of activities — informal dining, 
reading, music, games—it really comes into 
its own. 

The possibility of such a room should not 
be overlooked when planning to remodel an 
old home or when adding to the small home 
to in¢rease space for living.

An architect solves his own problems 






















HOW MUCH living space you can build 
into a house is not necessarily limited by 
the dimensions of individual rooms. Espe- 
cially when the division between rooms and 
between indoors and out is not that of con- 
ventional partitions and walls. 

Take the home of Architect Harold Ekman 
in Phoenix, Arizona, for an example. Here 
the illusion of space is strengthened by wide 
openings and the use of half-walls which do 
not set up a rigid line of demarcation be- 
tween rooms. Your eye automatically sees 
past a low wall and accepts objects visible 
on the other side as part of the whole room. 
Opening the living room wall (sliding glass 
doors separate living room and screened 
sun porch), doubles the living space. The 
entire area becomes a huge garden room.

UNTIL YOU try some of the smaller and 
less known daffodils, you haven’t begun to 
explore the possibilities offered by this re- 
markable family of bulbs. 


CYCLAMINEUS DAFFODILS 

Perky and curious, the tiny little cycla- 
mineus daffodil (N. cyclamineus) pokes its 
4-inch stem through the ground in early 
spring. The bright yellow flower has an un- 
usually long tube and the narrow perianth 
segments are turned straight back. First 
found growing on margins of streams and 
marshy meadows in Spain, this species re- 
quires a well-drained, sandy, peat soil and 
partial shade, although it does not mind dry 
summers. Once planted it should not be dis- 
turbed for many years. 

From the cyclamineus daffodil have come 
many hybrids, none of them with quite such 
reflexed petals but all possessing its sturdi- 
ness, firm texture, and early flowering qual- 
ity of the parent. 

February Gold, one of the best known cycla- 
mineus hybrids, flowers soon after the little 
species. It is beloved for its cheery, bright 
yellow flowers which are remarkably long 
lasting both in the garden and after cut- 
ting. Other hybrids are March Sunshine, 
Orange Glory, and Beryl.

TRIANDRUS DAFFODILS 

Most whimsical and appealing of miniatures 
is Narcissus triandrus albus, best known by 
its common name of angel’s tears, which 
also comes from the Spanish peninsula. Its 
clusters of tiny, creamy white flowers with 
globular cups and pointed, reflexed peri- 
anths grow on stems no higher than 6 or 7 
inches. The little bulbs, about the size of 
peas, should be planted in a mixture of leaf 
mold and sand and provided with the best 
of drainage. Protect from strong sun. 


While larger flowered and taller stemmed, 
the triandrus hybrids inherit some of the 
daintiness of their small parent. Agnes Har- 
vey is a starry-flowered all white; Moon- 
shine has cream-colored, gracefully droop- 
ing flowers in clusters of .3; Mrs. Alfred 
Pearson is white and primrose; the flowers 
of Pearly Queen are cream and lemon yel- 
low; Silver Chimes, a fairly recent intro- 
duction, carries fragrant, white and prim- 
rose yellow flowers in clusters of 6, and is 
a good pot variety; Shot Silk is a sturdy, 
creamy white; Thalia, one of the loveliest 
and a gem for cutting, is pure white; and 
Queen of Spain, a natural hybrid, has long- 
crowned, butter yellow flowers. 


JONQUILS 

The true jonquil or yellow jack (Narcissus 
Jonquilla) bears several small, cupped, 
heavily scented, bright yellow flowers at the 
top of a 12-inch stem. The narrow, rushlike 
leaves are about the same height. Of its 
numerous hybrids, Buttercup, General 
Pershing, Golden Goblet, Golden Perfec- 
tion, Golden Sceptre, Lady Hillingdon, 
Lanarth, and Tullus Hostilius carry its rich

yellow coloring. Treviathan is lemon yel- 
low; White Wedgewood is cream white and 
pale primrose. 

Although the Campernelle jonquil (Narcis- 


“sus odorus) is taller, sturdier, and more 


persistent than the true jonquil, it lacks 
some of its appeal. There are several good 
varieties, including Orange Queen and Sweet 
Nancy, all of which are pleasingly fragrant 
and make excellent cut flowers. 

Smallest of the jonquils is the rush-leafed 
N. juncifolius, which has intensely fragrant, 
flat-cupped, golden yellow flowers. 


HOOP PETTICOAT 

The common name describes the flaring 
trumpet of this delightful, early blooming, 
miniature daffodil, whose rushlike foliage 
appears in autumn ahead of the flowers. 
The type is bright yellow, but there are 
near white and lemon yellow varieties, also. 
It requires the same cultural treatment as 
the triandrus and cyclamineus types. If you 
cannot find just the right place for it in the 
garden, try growing it in pots. 


CANALICULATUS 

Another dwarf for the daffodil collector is 
N. canaliculatus, which resembles a tiny 
poet’s narcissus. Only 6 inches high, each 
stem bears 3 or 4 fragrant flowers with 
white perianths and diminutive globular 
golden cups. 

POET’S NARCISSUS 

Not miniature daffodils but enough out of 
the ordinary to deserve special mention are 
the poet’s or poeticus types. This class is 
distinguished by snowy white perianths and 
small, flat, frilled cups edged with red.

DOUGLAS BAYLIS 


A PICTURE that’s missing on these pages tells the human side 
of this story of hillside gardening. It’s the photograph of a small 
house above the bay on a very steep hillside in Point Richmond, 
California. The house looked across the bay to San Francisco and 
the Golden Gate, but winds from the bay robbed the home of any 
comfort in outdoor living or easy success in gardening. The date 
of the “before” picture would be 1934, the year when H. L. and 
Adele Vaughan, members of the Association of Landscape Archi- 
tects, bought the place and began adding living space to both 
house and lot. The addition to the house (note wing on wafer side) 
was worked out by San Francisco architect John Funk. 

The Vaughans followed the same principles of hillside landscaping 
they had previously used with clients and students. Simply these: 
1. Some terracing of a steep lot is essential: for spaces'to use; to 
conserve water; to gain a feeling of stability on the hillside. 

2. Wind protection can be gained without destroying the view. 
3. Lawn with its maintenance problem is not necessary if ever- 
changing and interesting shadows relieve the paved areas. 

4. Hedges of all sizes are easy to maintain if made of slow grow- 
ing material. They give a tailored effect which makes cultivation 
and constant care of the garden unnecessary. 
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Entrance arrangement, clipped hedges of Japanese boxwood and 
Pittosporum crassifolium, presents a neat appearance all year 
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A gravel terrace provides shady sitting room and play space for 
children on warm days. Chinese elms are severely pruned yearly

WHEN WE planned this series on top 
flight craftsmen of the West, we thought 
that it should include an article on mosaics. 
Since any consideration of mosaics brought 
- up some mention of the Bruton sisters, we 
sought them out because of their leader- 
ship. The Bruton sisters didn’t feel that 
they should be featured as mosaicists. It 
seems that many artists, including the Bru- 
tons, have spent some time with mosaics, 
but most have regarded the field as a play- 
ground—attractive for an excursion but not 
for a lifetime of serious work. 
Mosaics are to art what the xylophones are 
to the concert violinists. But that is all to 
the good. It makes mosaics accessible to 
everyone. It’s a craft you can work in with 
freedom and pleasure, regardless of your 
degree of talent. 


AN ANCIENT CRAFT 

The craft has a glorious background. Men 
have practised it for centuries, finding sat- 
isfaction in working with pebbles, bits of 
stone, tile, glass, and semi-precious gems.

Their works have endured to our times— 
magnificent pictures in mosaic form, still 
brilliant and colorful despite the wear of 
the years. Master craftsmen devoted whole 
lifetimes to a few square yards of now price- 
less designs. Famous walls such as those 
inside and outside the Chapel at Stanford 
University represent the art of the mosaicist 
at its height. 

But mosaics are not limited to the past. A 
few years ago, the Bruton sisters, Esther, 
Margaret, and Helen, who are all recognized 
in one or another field of artistic expression,

You can choose from a wide range of mate- 
rials for your mosaic—colored glazed pot- 
tery, shells, pebbles, stone, and glass. All 
these you can collect without expense. 
Glass and some tiles which you will have 
to buy will offer all the bold color you de- 
sire. Encaustic tile which comes in muted 
colors is simple for the craftsman to use 
because it is already cut in squares, rec- 
tangles, and triangles. Other kinds of tile 
come in large squares. Have your building 
supply dealer cut these in inch-wide strips 
so that you can handle them with your wire 
cutter. By experimenting you may find 
other materials equally easy to use. 

Keep your designs very simple. Make strong 
outlines and mass colors boldly. Make a 
preliminary sketch on a piece of wrapping 
paper large enough to cover the entire proj- 
ect. If your design is very large, sketch it 
in sections. Indicate the intended colors. 
Check with an artist for suggestions if you 
feel it necessary. 


TWO TECHNIQUES WITH TILE 

If you want to be a meticulous mosaicist, 
you will make direct use of the preliminary 
sketch when setting a tile mosaic. Dab 
cooked flour or other water soluble paste on 
the bottom of each piece and stick the piece 
down on the sketch as the design indicates. 
When you have covered the entire mosaic or 
section of it with the pieces, take a piece of 
light cloth, cover it with wallpaper paste,

and smooth the cloth over the top of the 
mosaic. When it is thoroughly dry, turn the 
sandwiched mosaic over, soak the sketch 
off the bottom without disturbing the 
pieces. Now turn mosaic over and firmly 
set it into the mortar bed prepared for it. 
Peel back the cloth. Any cracks can be

filled in with a thin grout of cement and 
fine sand. Wipe over the face of the mosaic 
until it is bright and clean. 

A freer technique is to use the preliminary 
sketch as a play piece. Experiment with 
the tile; move the pieces around on the 
sketch until you are satisfied. Translate 


these designs directly to the mortar, piece 
by piece. Your work won’t be perfect, but 
it doesn’t have to be: a little unevenness 
and roughness is desirable for texture. The 
rich mosaics of the Byzantines were free- 
hand. Byzantines simply started a mosaic 
at the bottom of a wall and worked up, leav- 
ing a clean edge on a design when work had 
to stop for the day. There was no careful 
lifting of the whole design or parts of it into 
the mortar. The result was an uneven sur- 
face which set up a dancing sparkle—a play 
of lights and shadows. 





To prepare the mortar for a mosaic, mix in 
hydrated lime or fire clay to make the me- 
dium “fat,” that is, more plastic while you 
are setting in the pieces. If you wish to pick 


up additional color, mix in cement color,

PEBBLE MOSAICS 

Perhaps the smaller projects suit you not at 
all. Perhaps tile and glass are not your 
medium. Perhaps you want something as 
big as the garden. Then, you should give 
thought to the pebble mosaic. The cost is 
negligible. If your experiment in pebble 
paving fails to satisfy you, you can take a 
pick ax and remove it and start over. 





Keep your pebble mosaic in scale with the 
outdoors. Borders are best about 1 to 2 
feet wide, while squares in the garden walk 
can be at least 3 by 4 feet in dimension.

As suggested in the paving diagrams, peb- 
ble mosaics should be confined by fixed 
materials. From both the mechanical and 
artistic standpoint, they work out best when 
used as insets in surfaces of brick or con- 
crete. Fixed borders keep the mosaic tightly 
in place.

FIELD OF PAVING BRICK— 


Most of the pebble mosaics we have seen 
have been set in clay mud. The builders 
followed the procedure used for centuries 
in Spain. First provide drainage with from 
2 to 6 inches of gravel topped by 1 inch 
of sand. If natural drainage is poor, use 
full 6 inches of gravel. Screen dry clay soil 
until it is fine as dust. With the dust, fill in 
the area where the pebbles are to be in- 
serted to within pebble depth of the sur- 
face of paving. 
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TILE PEBBLES CCONCRETE 


Wet the clay a small section at a time until 
it is the consistency of dough. Set pebbles 
on end and close together in the mud. First 
set them a little high and then press with a 
plank to embed them evenly and firmly. 
Sweep off the excess clay. 

By breaking up the clay soil and then pud- 
dling it, you drive out all the air so that 
when dry it is almost impervious to water. 
Mud is used instead of cement mortar be- 
cause the color of cement is not pleasing 
with washed pebbles. Also, the proportion 
of mortar to pebbles would be too great to 
be effective. If your pebbles are long, you 
might experiment with a bed of mortar of 
light consistency. Insert the pebbles to half 
their depth in the mortar and finish off 
with clay.

Passageway shelter 


Serves as playroom 


WHEN Architect George Kocher of San 
Jose, California, designed this covered pas- 
sageway between the Duncan Oneal house 
and garage, he took care of several living 
needs. The structure was made wide enough 
to give it the feeling of a room. The wall on 
one side gives wind protection. The exten- 


sion of paving beyond the unit creates a 
free play area that comfortably can take 
care of large gatherings. 

Cabinets in the barbecue unit and along the 
wall near the kitchen entrance provide stor- 
age space for all accessories needed for 
outdoor entertaining.

Garden shelters 


THE SHELTER above is a part of the 
garden of Mrs. C. Glaeser in Lafayette, 
California. Neat, clean-cut, and functional, 
it accents, by contrast, the garden sur- 
rounding it. All the requisites for informal 
entertaining are here. The brick used for 
the walls and fireplace also encloses storage 
shelves, sink, grill, and oven. As a result, 
the food preparation areas seem an inte- 
grated part of the structure rather than 
separate units.

THE ATTRACTIVE glass-roofed porch 
above overlooks the terrace at the Bernard 
Dahl residence in Seattle. It has several 
noteworthy features: The glass sheets used 
are a blue-green color designed to absorb 
heat and excessive sun glare without block- 
ing natural light. As a result, little artificial 
light is needed in the recreation room just 
inside. Like regular skylight glass, the roof 
panes are reinforced with steel wire. Sup- 


ports‘and porch columns are wrought iron. 
The photograph below is an excellent illus- 
tration of why glass walls are used on 
porches. This porch overlooks Lake Wash- 
ington in Seattle. Exposed to cool winds, it 
would be uncomfortable without adequate 
wind protection. Glass solves the problem 
nicely, saving the view and making the area 
comfortable for early morning breakfasts or 
evening entertaining.

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Planning the garage-house 


HOUSE PLANNERS will recognize this 
familiar lament: “We had a lot. We had to 
have some place to live. We decided to build 
the garage and see what we could make of 
it. After our first enthusiasm over the plan 
wore off, we began to feel unsure of it, and 
we were discouraged by its $3500 cost. A 
garage seemed a dismal end for our build- 
ing plans.” 

And that is exactly how Mr. and Mrs. Lyle 
Daugherty of Covina, California, felt about 
their projected garage-house last year. 
Certainly at today’s costs, they reasoned, 
the garage-house which cannot be used later 
for more purposes than housing cars is a 


wasteful project. But, they counter-rea- 
soned, if such a garage-house can be recon- 
verted into a garage plus work and laundry 
area or an extra bedroom, for example, and 
- made almost a part of the main house, there 
is some justification for the venture. For 
the Daughertys there was—after the first 
discouragement was over. 
The planning of their temporary quarters 
was unusually sound. Careful planning was 
doubly difficult for them because they were 
unable to visualize future structures from 
sketches and blueprints. To help them, Mr. 
Daugherty’s brother started a model. Soon 
the whole family began to participate, add- 


ing and subtracting ideas for the full use of 
the 20- by 27-foot area (540 square feet) 
inside the garage walls. . 
“Suddenly, instead of being discouraged by 
our garage,” say the Daughertys, “we were 
proud of its possibilities as a home. Even its 
cost seemed less. With the model we could 
translate our plans into walls, rooms, par- 
titions, passageways. We could shift cabi- 
nets and closets and place furniture until*it 
was just right.” 

To avoid future alterations, they made none 
of the interior walls roof high. The open 
wall between the living and sleeping areas 
is closed with a rolled bamboo blind. The

The Daughertys have used one standard 
7- by 16-foot overhead-opening garage door. 
When up, it opens most of the house to the 
outdoors. The exterior walls are of vertical 
grain red cedar. The floor is a 4-inch thick 
concrete slab. Interior walls are fir plywood, 
and the built-in cabinets and casework are 
white pine. 

An alternate approach to the problem of 
building a temporary house, especially if the 
final house is to be small, is to construct an 
all-purpose room located on the lot in such 
a way that when bedrooms are added, you 
have a complete house. In short, you build 
the kitchen-dining-living section of your 
house first and make the living room double 
as a bedroom, until the bedroom wing is 
added later.

When down, this gives 
the finished structure a triangular, tentlike 
shape. The canvas shades the work area 
while still permitting considerable light to 
enter. If canvas is used, stakes should be 
provided so that the canvas can be pulled 
tight to prevent flapping.

How you will finish the structure depends 
upon its location. Many gardeners use paint 
and stain more freely than in the past. It’s 
best not to attempt to duplicate the garden 
green. You'll find that a squash green (a 
very dark shade), or a yellow-green (the 
color of mustard flower) will be better com- 
plements to the garden color. In a few gar- 
dens, we have seen barn red used to good 
effect. For a neutral color, stain with oil and 
umber. If the structure is of redwood, use 
one of the special redwood bleaching oils.

Valances 


How to make and finish the simple 
and padded types of valances 


TRIM VALANCES give windows a fin- 
ished appearance concealing curtain and 
drapery fixtures. They pick up matching or 
contrasting colors in a room, too. When it is 
desirable to change the proportions of a 
window or group of windows, valances are 
also effective. Actually, they are simple to 
make, the whole construction depending on 
a good substantial valance board. 


VALANCE BOARD 

Since the outside of the valance should be 
at least 3 inches from the wall, a standard 
1- by 3-inch or 1- by 4-inch board, surfaced 
on four sides, is recommended. Cut it long 
enough to extend across and a little beyond 


‘ the window frame. 


For a single window, mount valance board 
above the frame, using two angle irons or 
metal brackets. A valance board crossing a 
double row of windows requires four sup- 
porting brackets. Mount the drapery fix- 
tures beneath the board. 
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STIFFENED VALANCES 

Stiffening and lining are necessary to give a 
smooth boxed appearance to a straight fab- 
ric covering for the valance board. Measure 
the length of the board and add 6 inches for 
a 3-inch return at each end of the board. 


No set rule governs the depth of a valance, 
though a rule of thumb suggests 1{, the 
length of the drapery. With these measure- 
ments, cut the buckram and lining. Cut the 
decorative fabric 1-inch larger all around.

LINING 
FABRIC — 


Fold the fabric over the edge of the buck- 
ram and baste. Fold the lining piece 14 inch 
in from the outer edge, and baste. Pin lining 
over buckram and outer fabric, baste and 
stitch. Apply a strip of cotton tape to the 
top edge to tack valance to valance board. 
Mount on valance board, using gimp tacks, 
and fastening at 3-inch intervals. 


PADDED VALANCE 
The making of padded or quilted valances 
varies slightly from the stiffened type. Cut a 
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strip each of fabric, lining, cotton batting, 
and buckram all of the same size, using the 
measuring guide given for the stiffened val- 
ance. Turn under edges of the buckram 1 
inch and machine stitch, using a coarse nee- 
dle and a large stitch. Lay batting, then 
fabric over buckram, and sew with a long 
catch stitch. (See illustration.) Mark outer 








fabric for quilting design; quilt. Turn under 
lining 1 inch on all edges and fell stitch in 
place on the back of the quilted piece. 
Mount on valance board with gimp tacks, 
fastening at 3-inch intervals. 


VARIATIONS 

Paste matching strip of wallpaper to band 
of buckram. Tack to the valance board 
with gimp tacks. 





Saw reed or bamboo window shades in strips 
of the desired width. Glue them to the fab- 
ric. .Fasten carefully at 3-inch intervals 


* with tacks to board. 
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For living room or bedroom, choose a fabric 
with a lovely border effect. Cut to a depth 
of 16 inches, then stiffen with buckram and 
line. Valance may be quilted, if desired. 








Mount flower prints on colored fabric, stif- 
fen, and line to make an unusual valance. 





Valances also may be made with strips of 
painted metal, such as galvanized corru- 
gated iron. Shape at end and nail to frame. 
No board is needed with this type valance.

A SIMPLIFIED stenciling process was 
used to print the bold designs on the un- 
bleached muslin drapery and upholstery 
material shown on the cover. 


THE STENCIL 

The usual method is to employ a separate 
stencil for each color. Instead, the entire 
pattern was drawn on a single piece of 
heavy wrapping paper. This paper was 
placed flat on a sheet of heavy cardboard. 
The entire design was cut out with a sharp 
tool to assure a clean edge. The two flowers 
were cut out completely. Leaf and stem sec- 
tions were left barely joined by cutting each 
leaf outline almost to the stem. Also, the 
vein marking on the large leaves was cut 
around, but left connected to the stem in a 
few places. 


THE PRINTING 

The muslin yardage was first tacked flat 
onto the top of a broad work table. The 
completely reassembled paper pattern, each 
leaf and flower again in place, was pinned 
to the muslin. A stiff stenciling brush was 
partly filled with textile dye, just enough so 
that the bristles were dry in appearance and

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not drippy. Starting with the vein mark- 
ings on the large leaves, each part of the de- 
sign was unpinned and lifted up piece by 
piece and outlined with the dye. The solid 
areas were painted in by brushing toward 
the center of each leaf and flower. This 
directional stroking created the natural 
floral feeling. When green was painted on, 
the other colored areas were covered over 
by pinning the pattern down again. When 
red was being used and the previously dyed 
area was dry, the flower pieces were lifted 
and the other areas recovered. And so on 
until the entire pattern was painted. 





THE STENCIL DYE 

The new type of textile dye used differs 
from older types in that it requires no thin- 
ning. You use it direct from the jar. Fur- 
thermore, it does not stiffen fabrics. Woven 
material remains soft and pliable and color- 
fast even after many launderings. Also, 
when large areas are to be colored, the dyes 
can be sprayed on. An extender can be 
added to the color to make it go farther. 
To stencil all the drapery and upholstering 
material shown on the cover, only three jars 
of dye were used, costing about $1.80. 

A complete textile dye set, including eight 
2-ounce jars (one each of red, orange, yel- 
low, green, blue, purple, brown, and black), 
1 jar extender, 1 brush cleaner, and 1 in- 
struction folder, is available for about 
$5.00. For information, write Arnold Labo- 
ratories, P.O. Box 168, Ventura, California.

BUILDING a plant box is a deceptively 
simple job. With less than average skill, you 
can nail a box together. But to make some- 
thing more than just another box you must 
consider: 

What plant or plants will grow in it? Plant 
and box should compliment each other. 
What are pleasing proportions? 

How you can get that smooth, finished look 
which makes the box a decorative part of 
your garden. 


GENERAL SHAPE 





—_ —— 


Let the general shape of the plant at ma- 
turity determine the shape of the box. The 
square box is appropriate for low, bushy 
contours. The gardenia, Meyer lemon, 
Rangpur lime, and azalea appear to ad- 
vantage here. The tall box is suitable for 
tapering conifers such as yew, Japanese 
cypress, retinospora, and broad-leafed ever- 
greens such as boxwood. The low box is 
good for such plants as the rose, fuchsia, 
Grecian laurel, kumquat, and others which 
form a sphere of foliage on a rodlike stem. 
The long, low box is best for bulbs such as 
tulips or daffodils, and perennials such as 
pansies or violets. 


SCALE AND SIZE 
Correct scales for a low box are these inside 
dimensions: width, 14, 16, or 18 inches 
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square to height, 13, 14, or 15 inches. A 
7 to 5 ratio of width to height is also suit- 
able for this type of box. 

Pleasing proportions for a tall box are 4 to 
3, the sides 1 taller than wide. For exam- 
ple, if a box is 16 inches tall, it should be 
12 inches wide. 

For a long, low box, end pieces at least 8 
inches square are best. The length of the 
sides can vary from 2 to 5 feet. 





Most containers are variants of square 
box. Each shape emphasizes plant forms 





For boxes less than 18 inches, 1-inch stock 
is suitable; use 2-inch for the larger sizes 


Remember that plant boxes must be deep 
enough to allow proper root growth. The 
begonia, nasturtium, epiphyllum, and many 
ferns, for example, need 6 to 12 inches of 
soil depth. The pelargonium, lantana, aza- 
lea, gardenia, bouvardia require 12 to 18 
inches. Eighteen to 24 inches are needed for 
the camellia, rhododendron, viburnum, 
kumquat, laurel, and boxwood. 


MATERIAL 

Boxes of redwood or cedar resist rot but 
you can use fir or pine. Regardless of the 
kind of wood, it is always a good idea to 
coat the inside with roofing tar. 

For boxes less than 18 inches to a side, use 
l-inch stock. For larger ones, use 2-inch 
stock. Always nail the bottom inside the

end and sides so that the nails will help 
support the bottom. 

Nail 1- by 3-inch cleats across the bottom, 
1% inch from the outside edge. These keep 
the box off the ground. Bore five 14-inch 
holes per square foot for drainage. A layer 
of coarse gravel in the bottom will keep dirt 
from clogging the holes. 


TRIM 

Trim adds a professional touch, but use it 
sparingly and keep it in proportion. Don’t, 
for example, put a heavy edge on a box 
made with 1-inch stock. 





Quarter-round, molding, baseboard, bam- 
boo can be used for trim. Don’t use much

On a low box of 2-inch stock, 18 inches 
square and 15 inches high, Landscape Archi- 
tect Thomas Church of San Francisco bev- 
eled the inside edges to fit a 234-inch pine 
cap of 34 round. 


FINISH 

Finish by staining or painting; or leave the 
box to weather. 

The popular plant box shown below has 
mitered corners, beveled edges, an appro- 
priate rim, and is painted white. 
Horizontal trim fits well with ship-lap walls 
or any background with long low lines. It 
can reduce the tower effect of tall boxes. 





This box by Landscape Architect Thomas 
Church is redwood with %4-round trim 
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To build the box pictured below, bevel the 
edge of each side piece 4 inch. Nail four 
side pieces around a 12-inch square base. 
Join the mitered corners of the pieces with 
finishing nails and corrugated fasteners 
(wiggles). Then join the next four side

pieces into a complete square section with 
finishing nails and wiggles, top and bottom, 
holding the mitered corners firm. Stack this 
section on the one already in place and grip 
them together with wiggles. Continue until 
the box is as tall as you wish it to be. The 
top trim is a 2 by 2, with mitered corners. 





Raised ends improve the appearance of the 
long, low flower trough by lifting it off the 
ground. Or you might try a tier of long 
boxes supported on a hinged stand like the 
one sketched. The longest boxes go on the 





lowest shelves and the shortest on top. The 
hinged sides give stability to the stand and 
permit it to be folded for storage.

BUILT-IN CAR BUNKS 

Advance provision for the comfort of a 
youngster while traveling by car can keep 
both parents and child from wearing out by 
the time they reach their destination. Dur- 
ing long rides, a small child gets tired and 
bored. He is lulled by the movement of the 
car. Frequently he becomes drowsy at times 
other than his usual nap periods. When that 
happens, it is necessary either to hold him 
or somehow find car space to make him 
comfortable, usually at the expense of the 
comfort of other passengers. 

Neither of these alternatives satisfy Mr. 
and Mrs. Harry Taylor of Santa Monica, 
California, yet they reject the idea that a 
long trip is too difficult for children. In- 
stead, they provide resting space inside the 
car. When either or both of their two chil- 
dren become sleepy, they crawl into safe, 
removable bunks set up between the front 
and rear seats. 





On the road, the Taylor children rest com- 
fortably on bunks, their heads at the back 
of front seat. Bunk, frames are ¥/-inch pipe 
covered with canvas. Sleeping bags keep 
the children warm. Both enjoy motor trips 


CAR BUNKS ROAD-TESTED 

The Taylors have road-tested their idea. 
When their boy Bill was two and one-half, 
and their little girl Helen was one year old, 
the Taylors drove from Santa Monica to 
Vancouver Island, British Columbia, and 
back, a distance of over 3000 miles. A year 
later, the bunks and the children accom- 
panied them on a trip to Banff and Jasper. 
Today, the children frequently ask when 
they are going again.

tween the two hoops, as shown in the draw- 
ing on page 71. If desired, each stave may be 
bolted to the top hoop on the bottom section 
and the lower hoop on the lid section. Join 
the top or lid and bottom section with heavy 
hinges four inches apart. 

Cut notches in the edge of the bottom sec- 
tion to hold the handles of an iron or alu- 
minum dishpan used as a firebox. Punch 
holes in the bottom of the pan for draft and 
fit a wire grill over it. Leave the bunghole 
of the barrel open for air flow to the firebox. 
Bore a hole in the lid and insert a short 
length of pipe for a chimney. Attach a glass 
knob for a handle to lift open the lid section. 
The heat of the burning coals in the firebox 
will cause the lid section to burn unless it 
is well soaked with water before use. Even 
when soaked, the top will char (the result- 
ing aroma from an old wine barrel is won- 
derful) but will resist several hours of hot 
cooking without burning. 


IMPROVISED GRILLS 

Ingenious use of materials easy to ob- 
tain can result in efficient and inexpensive 
grills for barbecuing. An elaborate brick or 
stone structure, while it may be attractive, 
is not necessary. After all, the basic pur- 
pose of a grill is to apply heat to meat. One 
advantage of simple units is that they fre- 
quently are small enough or light enough to 
be moved around the yard or loaded in a 
car trunk for use on a picnic. Here are de- 
tails of four made by Sunset readers. 


GRILL AND OVEN

Community barbecue 


Pit men work all night preparing 
beef, beans, and coffee for 600 
at annual harvest festival 


ONE CELEBRATION we’ve always en- 
joyed is a community barbecue. Early in the 
West, a big pit barbecue was the only fit- 
ting way to mark a really important occa- 
sion—whether it happened to be the com- 
ing of the railroad or another election day. 
Recently we heard of the annual barbecues 
given by the Mattole Grange near Petrolia, 
California, in Humboldt County. More 
than 600 persons sat in at the last one and 
ate all the beef and beans they could hold. 
Originally started nearly 18 years ago to 
raise money to build a grange hall (now 
complete), the barbecues today serve as 
occasion for community and family re- 
unions. Two are held each year, one on the 
Fourth of July and the other during the 
harvest season. This year the harvest bar- 
becue was held on August 31 at the Mat- 
tole Grange Hall.

Monica McDonald of Burlingame, Califor- 
nia, gives this eye witness account of last 
year’s barbecue. 

Preparations were on a heroic scale, as they 
would have to be for a hungry crowd of 
some 600. The barbecue pit was approxi- 
mately 16 feet long, 8 feet wide, and 8 feet 
deep. Cobblestones covered the bottom. 
The fire was of oak wood. It is traditional 
that the fire be started at midnight preced- 
ing the day of the barbecue. It is watched 
over by a group of men. About six o’clock 
in the morning the fire usually has con- 
sumed itself so that the coals are just right 
for the meat to be placed. 

Two prime beef two-year-old steers had 
been selected and prepared for the barbe- 
cue on this occasion. 

Halfway down the pit there was a coarse, 
heavy wire netting, on which the roast-size 
pieces of meat were placed. Here they 
cooked slowly, without scorching and with 
the juices retained intact. Over the top of 
the pit, wood planking was laid close to- 
gether to form a roof, and over all this, a 
heavy canvas. The canvas completely cov- 
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ered the entire surface so that no heat could 
escape from the pit. The outside edges all 
around the pit were hermetically sealed 
with packed dirt. The dirt held the canvas 
securely in place so that no sudden wind 
might loosen the edges. 


UNVEILING CEREMONIAL 

Those who had watched the fire through 
the night also had started an oak wood fire 
in a separate deep pit for a 50-gallon pot 
of beans, previously prepared for baking. 
At twelve o’clock noon, the “unveiling” 
was begun. 

Two men, with long-handled pitch forks, 
one on each side of the now uncovered pit, 
picked up the large chunks of meat and 
placed them, steaming hot and savory, on a 
long table near the pit. This table was 20 
feet long and surrounded by the men who 
sliced the meat for the guests. They worked 
at top speed, slicing and cutting, then piling 
the meat high on large platters. The plat- 
ters were carried by other helpers to the 
tables where the guests were already seated, 
knives and forks ready. 

The grove of trees along the tumbling Mat- 
tole River was filled with long tables groan- 
ing under the load of salads and cakes 
brought from home. 


CONTENTMENT——AND TALK 

A person from each table took his own con- 
tainer, meanwhile, over to the bean pot 
where it was filled to the brim by another 
helper. Family-size coffee pots were placed 
on each table and kept filled. The coffee 
was cooked in 50-gallon caldrons, also over 
an open fire. The mingled odors of coffee, 
baked beans, and barbecue meat were 
almost too much to bear with composure. 
Second and third helpings were rushed to 
the tables for those with hardier appetites 
and it wasn’t long before nothing was left 
on the long carving table except well- 
scraped bones. The many sheep dogs of the 
community were going to have a treat, too. 
The food was gone. The tables were cleared. 
An aura of contentment was over all. It 
was a time to be lazy and a time for the 
talk the people of the community enjoy.

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Redwood exteriors 


Can you protect them 
from weathering 


YOU HAVE probably seen examples of 
both these natural finish wood houses: One 
seems to have weathered evenly and fits as 
naturally into the landscape as the trees 
around it. The other has all the ailments 
which can mar the appearance of natural 
cedar or redwood exteriors. The siding has 
turned dark in some places and bleached in 
others. Water stains have dried, leaving 
blotched black patterns. Moisture has pene- 
trated the siding ends, turning the grain 
dark for several inches back. 

How to maintain natural wood exteriors 
has always been a problem, especially when 
the builder tries to hold the original color 
of the wood. Paint companies and the Calli- 
fornia Redwood Association have been 
working on the problem for years without 
complete success. Today, theré is a brand 
new product which promises protection. 
Would the stain preserve the original color? 
Could it be used to correct discoloration? 
Did it require special application? 

The Redwood Association’s engineer 
warned that it is impossible to prescribe, 
sight unseen, for every case. Local weather 
makes a difference. Following are his an- 
swers to questions we asked: 

Q. What is the new natural finish which 
best preserves the original color of redwood? 
A. The newest development is a redwood 
pigment devised by the California Redwood 
Association. It can be added to transparent 
colorless stains or oil stains. The pigment 
blocks sun rays which ordinarily pass 
through natural finishes and cause color 
changes. Exposure tests indicate it will 
maintain natural appearance much longer 
than other finishes. 

Samuel Cabot, Inc., now produces a finish 
of this type called California Redwood Stain 
No. 325. W. P. Fuller and Co. and others 
are preparing redwood finishes using similar 
pigment combinations. 

Q. How should natural finishes be applied 
for best results? 

A. Seal ends and back prime siding with 
the same material used for the exterior fin- 
ish. If you use a different prime coat, one 
of another color for example, it may run 
over the edges, marring the appearance of 
the surface. 

Q. How long will natural finishes last? 

A. Generally not as long as opaque paint. 
Local weather determines their life. Near 
the coast, salt spray and fog attack finishes. 
In industrial areas the destructive agents 
may be smoke or sulfur fumes. Natural 
stains, however, are less expensive than 
paint and easier to apply. 

Q. When is it time to refinish? 
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A. When inspection shows that the finish 
has begun to volatilize. This means that the 
sheen disappears and the wall starts to look 
NS as if there were no finish of any kind pro- 
tecting it.

Fruat relishes with meat 





FRUIT preparations have the necessary 
sweet tartness needed to point up the flavor 
of wild game, roasts, chops, and poultry. 
Here are a few good autumn ideas: 


BAKED WHOLE ORANGES 
These oranges are delicious with roasted 
duck, wild or otherwise, and chicken, too. 
Grate the oranges very lightly so that the 
peel is barely broken and only a small por- 
tion of it is removed. 
Wash and dry 6 oranges; grate peel lightly. 
Place oranges in a large pan, cover with wa- 
ter, and boil gently for 30 minutes. After 
cooling, remove blossom ends and cores. 
Place fruit in a casserole; in the center of 
each orange put: 

1 teaspoon butter 

1 tablespoon brown sugar 
Make a syrup by boiling together for 3 to 
5 minutes: 

3 cups water 

1% cups sugar 
Grated peel 

Pour in casserole until oranges are two- 
thirds covered. Cover and bake oranges in 
a moderate oven (350°) about 30 minutes. 
Baste oranges frequently with the surround- 
ing syrup during baking. 


PINEAPPLE PAPRIKA 

Here’s a way to add a fruit complement 
and dress up the platter or plate. 

Drain juice from canned pineapple slices or 
spears. Dip slices in flour seasoned to taste 
with curry powder. Fry quickly on both 
sides in heated butter or margarine. Just 
before serving, sprinkle slices liberally with 
paprika. Canned peach and pear halves are 
delicious prepared in this way, too. 


SPICED APPLES 
Serve these apples with venison or beef. 
Y3 cup sugar 
Va cup corn syrup

2 sticks cinnamon

Pick over and wash currants well. Combine 
the remaining ingredients and bring to a 
boil; simmer about 5 minutes. Add currants 
and continue simmering 15 minutes longer. 
Use at once, hot or cold, or pour into hot, 
sterilized jars and cover immediately with 
melted paraffin. 


BAKED CATSUP APPLES 
Recommended as particularly good to serve 
with meat are these rosy red apples. 

4 large cooking apples 

3 cup brown sugar 

¥3 cup tomato catsup 

3 tablespoons butter or margarine 

¥3 cup hot water 
Wash, core, and cut apples in half crosswise 
(do not peel). Place in shallow casserole or 
baking dish. Distribute brown sugar, cat- 
sup, and butter evenly over apples; add wa- 
ter. Bake in a moderately hot oven (375°) 
for 25 to 30 minutes, basting frequently. 
Serve hot. Serves 8.

ROMANCE has followed the growth and 
culture of olives in the West since the fore- 
sighted Padres planted the first small twigs 
and nurtured them into wide-spreading trees. 
The abundance of ripe olives today makes 
them eligible as cupboard staples along 
with every day canned food supplies. Now 
out of the luxury classification, olives can 
provide the cook with both fun and excite- 
ment as she uses them to step up every- 
day cooking. 


SHINING THE OLIVES 

Dip large black olives in a little vegetable 
or olive oil before you arrange them on the 
hors d’oeuvre tray. The oil not only en- 
hances their appearance but excludes air 
and prevents shrinkage. A quick trick is to 
pour 2 or 3 tablespoons of oil on top of the 
liquid in the olive jar. The olives are auto- 
matically oiled as they are taken out. 


GARLIC RIPE OLIVES 

For the best flavor, these olives should be 
prepared several hours ahead or the night 
before. Rub the inside of a bowl with the 
cut surface of a garlic bud. Drain liquid 
from ripe olives and place them in the 
bowl. Add 1 tablespoon olive or vegetable 
oil and stir until each olive is well coated. 
Cover bowl tightly and let stand in refrig- 
erator. Drain before using. For a stronger 
flavor, let the garlic stand in the oil, too. 


BUFFET SPAGHETTI 

This casserole is especially satisfactory to 
make when you entertain informally, Plan 
a tossed green salad and special dessert to 
complete the menu.

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Pot roasting in the oven 





ESSENTIAL to the successful: braising of 
meat is a utensil with a tightly fitting lid. 
If the utensil is heavy enough to hold a uni- 
form heat around the meat, you have an- 
other factor in your favor. That’s why the 
Dutch oven is recommended. To insure this 
advantage of all-enclosing heat, we moved 
our Dutch oven from the top of the stove 
into the oven. The oven heat striking into 
the utensil from every angle produces a 
meat evenly brown in color, exquisite in tex- 
ture and flavor. 


PROCEDURE IN BRIEF 

To sketch the actual procedure: The well- 
floured, salted, and peppered meat is 
browned slowly in hot fat in a heavy utensil 
on the floor or lowest rack of the preheated 
very hot (475°) oven. The heat is then re- 
duced, seasonings and liquids are added, 
and the meat is cooked, covered, at a mod- 
erately low temperature (325°) until tender. 
The liquid level is maintained at a 1-inch 
depth around the meat, and regular basting 
is done frequently, every 15 minutes if pos- 
sible, until the meat is done. 


OVEN POT ROAST OF BEEF 

3 or 4 pounds beef (rump, chuck, heel of round) 
Flour, salt, and pepper 
tablespoons olive oil or shortening

Sprinkle meat generously with flour, salt, 
and pepper. Rub in well. Preheat oven to 
very hot (475°). Place oil in Dutch oven or 
heavy roaster; place on oven floor or low- 
est rack, and heat. Thoroughly brown meat 
in oil, then reduce oven to moderate (325°). 
Add garlic, onion, and sesame seeds; stir 
and cook in fat 5 minutes. Add remaining 
ingredients. Cover; let meat cook until 
tender, about 3 hours, basting frequently 
with liquid from the bottom of the pan. 
Add a small amount of boiling water from 
time to time to keep liquid level at 1-inch 
depth. The last half hour add no more wa- 
ter, but let the liquid cook down slightly 
to make gravy. Remove pot roast from pan 
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to heated platter. Gravy should be dark and 
rich, slightly thickened. If thicker gravy is 
desired, stir in a small amount of flour and 
water paste. Taste, and adjust seasoning.

OVEN POT ROASTED 
1 (32 pound) roaster chicken

Let cool before adding 
beaten egg and cheese. 
Fill chicken cavities lightly, rather than 
packing them. Skewer or lace together. Salt, 
pepper, and lightly flour chicken. Preheat 
oven to very hot (475°). In a Dutch oven or 
heavy roaster heat together: 
2 tablespoons butter 
1 tablespoon olive oil 
When hot put in chicken and brown well on 
all sides. Reduce heat to moderately slow 
(325°) and add: 
1 clove garlic, minced 
Y¥2 onion, mineed 
teaspoon sweet basil 
Stir and let cook 5 minutes. Add a mixture 
of: 
24 cup dry white table wine 
Y2 cup tomato juice 
VY teaspoon salt 
Ye teaspoon black pepper 
Cover roaster; cook about 2 hours until 
chicken is tender. Baste frequently with 
liquor in bottom of pan, and from time to 
time as liquid boils away, add a little more. 
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Last half hour, add no more liquid but let 
gravy cook down to thicken. 


PORK ROLLS 
4 large boned shoulder pork chops 
Salt, pepper, and flour 
2 cloves garlic 
Rosemary, whole leaves 
2 large tomatoes, peeled and cut up, or 
VY cup tomato sauce and 2 cup water 
V3 cup white table wine 

Olive oil 
Preheat oven to very hot (475°). Cut off the 
ring of fat on each chop and place in Dutch 
oven or heavy roaster; heat to melt out 
about 1 tablespoon of fat. Salt, pepper, and 
lightly flour one side of each chop. On other 
side place 14 clove garlic and 6 leaves rose- 
mary. Roll each chop around this seasoning; 
tie or skewer into shape. Brown slowly in 
heated fat. Reduce oven to moderately slow 
(325°), then add other clove of garlic 
minced, and let cook slowly 5 minutes. In a 
small saucepan, put tomato, wine, 6 more 
leaves rosemary, and salt and pepper to 
taste. Bring just to a boil, and pour over 
meat. Cover ‘pot, and cook 1 hour, basting 
every 15 minutes with juice in the pan. 
Last 15 minutes, let gravy cook down. 





WHEN YOU POT ROAST IN

AS A CHILD we assisted in many spec- 
tacular kitchen adventures, but none more 
dramatic than the making of apfel strudel. 


Rolling out the strudel dough was a labor 
of love. It took patience to achieve the deli- 
cate thinness required of a perfect strudel. 
It took skill, too. The sheet of dough, so 
thin that it was almost transparent, covered 
the entire kitchen table, with some left 
hanging over the sides. 

We remembered the strudel days, when on 
a shopping trip recently, we came upon a 
package of ready-rolled dough. The strudel 
leaves, four to a package, are of good size 
and rolled extremely thin. We took some 
home. After our adventure in the kitchen, 
we produced this recipe: 


APPLE STRUDEL 
Because the strudel leaves dry out quickly, 
it is best to have everything ready and to 
work right along. 
Take the package of strudel leaves from the 
refrigerator about 2 hours before using, but 
do not remove from cellophane package. 
Prepare and measure all of these ingredients 
for the filling first: 

Y2 cup dry, fine crumbs, from crushed zwieback 

or Melba toast 
Y% cup melted butter . 
2 cups finely chopped tart apples 

24 cup brown sugar, firmly packed 

Y% cup raisins 
teaspoon grated lemon peel 

V2 cup ground nut meats 

Yq teaspoon cinnamon 
Dip a tea towel in cold water, wring until 
it is just damp, then spread it out smoothly 
on the table or working surface. Unfold one 
of the strudel leaves on the cloth, handling 
it carefully so that it does not tear or break. 
Combine the crumbs and melted butter; 
sprinkle half the amount over the strudel 
sheet. Unfold second sheet over the top of 
the first one and sprinkle with the other 
ingredients; first the chopped apple, then 
the sugar, remainder of buttered crumbs, 
raisins, lemon peel; nut meats, and cinna- 
mon. Be sure to leave about a 2-inch edge 
free of filling on one side so that the strudel 
may be sealed well. 
Now comes the fun of rolling up the strudel. 
It should not be touched by the hands, but 
coaxed into a long cylinder by means of the 
cloth underneath. This calls for a little 
dexterity. Start by folding over the edge of 
the strudel nearest you. Next, pick up the 
edge of the towel in both hands and teeter-

totter the roll forward. It will roll up into a 
firm length, and all that’s left to do is seal 
the edge along the side. Wet the free edge 
just a little and press it to the roll to hold 
in the filling. 

Lightly butter a shallow baking pan. It’s 
best not to use a cooky sheet unless it has 
a rim for some of the strudel filling may 
bubble out during the baking. Manipulate 
the roll onto the pan, again coaxing it with 
the towel underneath. The strudel roll may 
be curved like a horseshoe, rolled snail fash- 
ion, or cut into three lengths to make it fit 
in the pan. Brush the roll with a little 
melted butter and place it in the oven. 





Roll up the strudel by manipulating cloth 


The baking temperature should be hot at 
first to set the pastry, then lowered to cook 
the filling. Have the oven at hot (400°) 
for the first 10 minutes; reduce the tem- 
perature to moderate (350°) to finish baking. 
The strudel is best while the baking warmth 
is still in it and the rich, paper-thin crusts 
are crisp. Serve with or without cream. 


APPLE STRUDEL DOUGH 

If you wish to make a strudel in the tradi- 
tional way, here is the recipe: 

Combine 114 cups sifted all-purpose flour, 
14, teaspoon salt, 1 beaten egg, and about 
14 cup water, making a stiff dough. Knead 
this ball of dough on a lightly floured board 
until it is no longer sticky but firm and 
elastic. Cover the dough with a damp cloth 
and let it stand for about % hour. It will 
loosen up and be easier to manage. 
Prepare a large surface for stretching the 
dough and spread a cloth over it, flouring 
it well. Make the cloth taut by fastening 
with thumb-tacks. Place the dough in the 
center of the cloth and roll it out with a 
rolling pin. When it is fairly thin, brush the 
surface with a little melted butter. Pull 
and stretch the dough with the hands until

Another dessert made of rolled dough is a 
cross between a strudel and a dumpling. 
The base is baking powder biscuit dough, 
rolled out and spread with chopped apples, 
then cut off in whirls. These individual 
pieces are placed cut-side down in a boiling 
hot syrup and baked. 
One warning: Be sure to have all the pieces 
cut from the roll and ready before starting 
to place them in the hot syrup. This must 
be done quickly because they start to swell 
once they come in contact with the heat. 
cups sifted all-purpose flour

or 6 tablespoons shortening 
About 3% cup milk 
2¥2 cups finely chopped apples 
Cinnamon 
1% to 1/2 cups sugar

Butter or margarine 
Sift together flour, baking powder, and salt. 
Cut in shortening until very fine; add milk 
to make a soft dough. Roll out dough into 
a rectangle about 9 by 12 inches. Spread 
with chopped apples; sprinkle with cinna- 
mon. Roll dough up across width; seal along 
edges by pinching dough together. Cut 
across into 9 pieces. Place sugar and water 
into deep 8- or 9-inch square pan; heat to 
boiling and cook about 3 minutes until su- 
gar is dissolved. Remove pan from heat. 
Quickly place biscuit slices, cut-side down, 
into the hot syrup; dot with butter. Bake 
at once in a moderately hot oven (425°) for 
25 to 30 minutes. Serve warm or cold with 
syrup from pan. 
(Note: For a touch of color, sprinkle apple 
rolls with a few red cinnamon drops be- 
fore baking.)

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APPLE BUTTER ROLLS 

Still another favorite roll-up recipe is for 
sweet rolls. They are made with an enriched 
biscuit dough spread with apple butter and 
just touched with a thin lemon glaze after 
baking. These rolls may be made in family- 
sized amounts, or the recipe can be doubled 
or tripled for company occasions. We liked 
them best warm. They reheat nicely for 
use as special breakfast or luncheon rolls. 
Or they may serve on any or all hospitality 
occasions that call for coffee. 

To make the rolls, start with an enriched 
biscuit dough: 


Sift together: 
3 cups sifted all-purpose flour 
4 teaspoons baking powder 
3 tablepoons sugar 
34 teaspoon salt 


Cut in: 

6 tablespoons shortening 
Combine and add to dry ingredients, mak- 
ing soft dough: 


1 beaten egg 
1 cup milk 


Roll dough out on lightly floured board, 
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forming a rectangle about 9 by 16 inches. 
Spread with softened butter or margarine 
and 2% to 1 cup apple butter. Roll up across 
width and seal edges by pinching together. 
Cut roll across into about 12 slices. Place 
slices on lightly greased baking sheet or in 
pan, edges just touching. Bake in a mod- 
erately hot oven (425°) about 20 minutes. 
Remove from oven and cool slightly. Brush 
with a glaze made by combining 1 cup con- 
fectioners’ sugar with 14 teaspoon grated 
lemon peel, and 2 tablespoons softened 
shortening, and enough lemon juice to thin. 
Serve warm. 








APPLE BUTTER IN THE OVEN 

After experience, we began to realize how 
our mother’s little economies of time and 
material made it possible for her to accom- 
plish all the duties connected with a big 
family. There was apple butter making in 
the fall, for instance. 

The apples weren’t peeled. That saved time. 
Cooking the butter in the range oven saved 
not only the watching but fuel. The butter 
cooked down while other things were pre- 
pared on the surface. 


The long, slow cooking in the oven dark- 
ened and sweetened the butter to perfec- 
tion. No attention was required except for 
an occasional stirring up of the butter from 
the bottom of the crock. We had a friendly 
feeling about that crock, glazed with dark 
brown on the outside. When not in use for 
butter-making it was kept on the pantry 
shelf as a container for fried cakes. We can 
remember the hazards of stretching and 
reaching for the crock as we balanced on the 
half-open drawers of the cabinet below. 
But to get back to the apple butter. Here 
is the way it was made: 

Wash and quarter about 4 to 5 pounds of 
firm cooking apples. Remove stems and 
blemishes. Place in a large preserving ket- 
tle. Add 3 cups cider or a combination of 
cider and water. Cover the kettle and cook 
the fruit gently until it is quite soft. Force 
through a colander or food mill; measure 
pulp. For every cup of fruit pulp, stir in 
about 1% cup sugar, depending upon the 
sweetness of the apples, and a combination 
of spices to taste. For this amount use 
about 2 teaspoons cinnamon, 14 teaspoon 
cloves, 1 teaspoon allspice, and 14 teaspoon 
nutmeg. To satisfy family preference, taste 
as you add spices. Place fruit in a heavy 
baking pan and bake in a slow oven (275° 
to 300°) until butter is thick and dark. If 
desired, butter may be partially cooked on 
top of the range, then placed in the oven.

SOME PEOPLE have a knack for carv- 
ing anything, duck included.

IN THE WHARF TOWNS of South- 
eastern Alaska where masts spear the sky, 
old Scandinavian fishermen hoist sacks of 
quivering fish from boat to shore. On the 
shores of streams when the salmon run, you 
can push fish out with a stick or spear them 
as the natives do. However the fish come, 
they can appear on your table in the real 
Alaskan manner if you use these recipes col- 
lected by Mrs. Rae Henderson. 


ALASKA FISH BALLS 

Hearty is the word to describe these fish 
balls from Juneau, Alaska. 

pounds fresh salmon, boned 

pounds fresh halibut, boned 

eggs, beaten 

cup fine bread crumbs 
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onion, grated 
Salt and pepper 
each onion, carrot, and celery stalk 


Butter or margarine 

Put fish through food grinder, then add 
eggs, bread crumbs, grated onion, and salt 
and pepper to season. Dip hands in cold wa- 
ter and mold fish mixture into balls. Place 
onion, carrot, and celery in a medium-sized 
saucepan, and add about 6 cups water. 
Simmer 20 minutes. Drop balls into boiling 
liquid. Add a good-sized slice of butter or 
margarine, cover pan, and simmer about 30 
minutes. Make gravy from stock. This 
makes about 18 fish balls. 


MOUNT JUNEAU HALIBUT CHEEKS 

EN CASSEROLE 

Some consider these small morsels from the 
halibut head as the choice part of the fish. 
Cooked this way, there’s no doubt about it. 
Place required number of halibut cheeks, 
not too large ones, in a bowl. Sprinkle with 
salt, pepper, and evaporated milk and let 
stand awhile. Dip in fine bread crumbs 
mixed with a little flour, and fry in cooking 
oil until brown on both sides but not over- 
done. Place in casserole. Mince 1 medium- 
sized onion and 1 small can mushrooms, re- 
serving liquor from mushrooms; brown 
lightly in butter or margarine. Place on top 
of the halibut cheeks. Turn the mushroom 
liquor into pan where onions were fried. 
Add a little more butter and flour- before 
pouring into casserole. Cover tightly, then 
place in moderate oven (350°) for 25 min- 
utes or until done. 


SPINACH DRESSING FOR BAKED FISH 

Melt 14 cup shortening in heavy skillet; 
cook onion and celery about 5 minutes. Add 
2 cups toasted bread cubes, 1 tablespoon 
chopped parsley, 2 cups cooked chopped 
spinach, and salt and pepper to taste. Cover 
pan and steam for about 5 minutes. Sprin- 
kle inside of large fish with salt, put in the 
hot dressing, and skewer or sew to hold. 
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Place in baking pan and sprinkle with tiour, 
salt, and pepper. Place strips of bacon over 
fish, cover closely, and bake in a moderate 
oven (350°) about 45 minutes. 


PICKLED SALT HERRING 
Call this recipe the Norwegian’s contribu- 
tion to Alaska. 

12 large salted herring 
onions, sliced 
oranges, sliced 
lemons, sliced 
quart cider vinegar 
cup water 

V2 package pickling spices with bay leaves added 
Wash herring and soak overnight in cold 
water; skin, cut into pieces, and place in a 
stone crock or jar, alternating with sliced 
onions, oranges, and lemons.

In a small 
mixing bowl, combine 144 pound Roquefort 
cheese, crumbled, 1 teaspoon dry mustard, 
2 tablespoons’ mayonnaise, and 2 table- 
spoons Worcestershire sauce. Divide cheese 
mixture into 4 equal parts. Place 1 part 
cheese in the center of each of 4 patties. 
Place remaining patties over the cheese; 
press the edges together to hold in the mix- 
ture. Broil or fry as desired for the indi- 
vidual taste.

Knead with hands to mix onions thoroughly 
through meat and to permit complete ab- 
sorption of oil. Take barbecue skewers and 
form meat around skewers to about 114 
inch in diameter. Length of meat along 
skewer may be varied to suit size of bread 
into which it will be placed. Barbecue over 
charcoal, turning continuously to keep 
juices in and upon meat. Skin meat off 
skewers into buns and serve directly to 
customers. Have mustard and catsup ready 
in case it’s needed.

More interesting gardens result when plants of 
varying flower forms, leaf textures, and heights 
are combined. Here are grouped airy columbine, 
stately Dutch iris, gray, low-growing dianthus 


PLANTING and renovation dominate the 
October garden calendar. If you have fences, 
greenhouses, or lathhouses to build, repair, 
or paint; if you are extending your irriga- 
tion system; if you are paving a terrace or 
patio, finish these jobs first. Later, when the 
time comes to set out trees or shrubs, debris 
from construction will be out of the way, 
and your garden safe from disturbance. 
Although you may not plant immediately, 
place orders now for material you wish to 
plant in the garden this fall. Early planted 
bulbs yield better flowers. Also, the demand 
for them, at least for certain varieties, still 
exceeds the supply. 

If your flower borders need making over, 
now is the time to revise them. Old peren- 
nials can be lifted and divided, new ones 
planted. If the border is an old one, take 
time to dig deeply and fertilize before set- 
ting back old plants or putting in new ones. 


Winter Annuals 

Do not delay planting calendulas, pansies, 
and violas if you enjoy the cheerful color 
of these three winter standbys. Look for 
strong transplants in your local nurseries; 
it is late to sow seeds.. 

If we have a warm October, you may get 
some bloom before spring from winter stock 
set out this month. Cold rains and heavy 
soil will hold back flowers and, perhaps, 
cause casualties from yellows disease. Be- 
cause well-drained soil stays warmer, it is 
a wise precaution to plant stock in raised 
beds with special provisions for drainage. 
Do not expect winter bloom from snap- 
dragon, primula, godetia, candytuft, lark- 
spur, and cornflower. However, plants set 
out within the next few weeks will have the 
advantage of favorable growing tempera- 
tures and will bloom earlier in spring. 
For something a little different in the way 
of winter borders, plant Chinese forget-me- 
not Firmament, which has rich sky blue 
flowers, and yellow wallflowers. Try to get 
the Siberian wallflower which grows only 
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1 foot high and has fragrant golden yellow 
flowers. For a colorful edging, plant blue 
or yellow violas. 


Sweet William 


This old-fashioned flower has some modern 
varieties worth planting. The favorite of 
some gardeners is Newport pink, which has 
large heads of salmon pink flowers that are 
especially attractive with white, blue, or 
soft yellow flowers. In the Sunset test gar- 
den, it has been planted with soft yellow 
Aquilegia chrysantha and Wedgewood blue 
Dutch iris, and with Chinese delphinium 
Azure Fairy, which blooms in May and 
early June when the sweet William is at its 
peak of bloom. 

Dwarf sweet William is only 6 inches high 
and comes in gay, mixed colors. Try it as an 
edging or in ribbon borders along either 
side of a path. 


Sweet peas 

Sweet peas sown in October can be highly 
successful, but you will not get bloom much 
before March or April. Give them adequate 
drainage and plenty of sun so they will 
make strong root growth and be ready for 
an early start in the spring. 


Seeds You Can Sow 


If you don’t wish to bother with trans- 
plants, sow seeds of easy annuals in the 
open ground. Try these combinations: 
dwarf calliopsis and white alyssum; linaria 
Fairy Bouquet and Virginian stock; sweet 
sultans faced with dwarf annual candytuft. 
Seeds of wildflowers will sprout rapidly in 
warm soil moistened by fall rains. 

For something unusual, broadcast seeds of 
hybrid California poppies which come in 
several unusual shades. For brilliant color, 
plant Golden West, a yellow with an orange 
center; Dazzler, a brilliant scarlet; Lovely, 
bright rose pink tinged with salmon; Orange 
Flame, a vivid orange-scarlet; or the Ra- 





mona Hybrids, a single variety with highly 
frilled petals. 

Before sowing wildflowers, bring up and 
hoe off the weeds. One or two weedings 
after the seedlings are up will help to insure 
a good stand of wildflowers. 


Spring Bulls 

Continue planting bulbs, now available in 
quantity. If you stagger the plantings at 
2-week intervals, bloom will be stretched 
over a longer period. 

You might like to try these bulbs and 
ground covers: ; 

Yellow and white: White alyssum, yellow 
pansies, and white tulips. 

Blue, white, and yellow: White alyssum, 
blue phacelia, and yellow daffodils. 

Blue and rose: Virginian stock, baby-blue- 
eyes, and rose-colored tulips. 

Blue and red: Blue pansies and red Em- 
peror tulips. 

Pink and white: Virginian stock or pink 
and white English daisies, white godetias, 
and pink tulips. 

Red and white: Red tulips and white lark- 
spur or white stock. 

Lavender and cream: Cream cups (platy- 
stemon), lavender alyssum, and pale yellow 
daffodils or lavender tulips. 

All white: White violas, white godetias, and 
white tulips or poet’s narcissus; white peren- 
nial candytuft and Dutch iris Therese 
Schwartz. 


Try These Lilies 


Many California gardeners have success 
with lilies. If you plant the right varieties, 
you can have their bloom from April to 
August. It will pay you to go to extra trou- 
ble to provide perfect drainage, plenty of 
water, and the proper exposures. If the ex- 
pense of lily bulbs is an item, remember 
that many of them may be raised from 
seeds quite easily, and that most of the

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bulbs produce small bulbels or bulblets 
which also provide increase. A mulch of 
peat or compost in summer or a ground 
cover of low plants will keep their roots cool. 
The regal lily, one of the easiest to grow, 
is an excellent variety for the amateur to 
try. The centifolium hybrids, which bloom 
two weeks later, are even lovelier. Among 
the Martagon-type lilies which require only 
simple culture are the Mount Bellingham 
hybrids, the tiger lily, and Lilium Henryi. 
All of these lilies are comparatively inex- 
pensive in cost. 

Higher priced but well worth trying are the 
Preston and the Backhouse hybrids. Brenda 
Watts is one of the best of the Preston 
group. It has red flowers on stems 4 to 5 
feet tall. Mrs. R. O. Backhouse, the best of 
the second type, has flowers shading from 
ivory to gold. 


South Apricau. 


Tulbaghia violacea is one of the most orna- 
mental members of the onion family. Its 
starlike lavender-pink flowers bloom from 
March to November on stems 12 to 15 
inches high. It is effective grown in a mixed 
border; try it with dwarf day-lilies, yellow 
flax, and lavender nepeta. Tulbaghia also is 
attractive in pots and in rock gardens. 


Tulips 

If you wish to leave tulips in the ground, 
plant more deeply than usual, to about 8 
inches. Bulbs set deep in the ground are less 
apt to split up than those planted close to 
the surface, and do not need replacing as 
often. However, if yoy expect to plant them 
deep, prepare the soil well as tulips exhaust 
it rapidly. 


Care of Summer Bulls 


If your tuberous begonias have started to 
fade, withhold water gradually. It is time 
to lift the bulbs when the stems have turned 
completely yellow and can be removed with 
an easy pull. 

Although many gardeners lift tigridias 
every year, it is possible to leave them in 
the ground for several years or until they 
become crowded. 

Store gladiolus corms carefully to make sure 


of keeping them over the winter. Wait until 
the stalks are completely dry before remov- 
ing them from the corm. Naphthalene 
flakes, an ounce to 100 bulbs, are some- 
times scattered among the corms to control 
thrips. It is best to remove the flakes after 
2 weeks. An alternative to storing the corms 
in paper bags is to place them in flats with 
strips of wood or cardboard to separate the 
varieties. If you label them with the color as 
well as the name, planting will go faster in 
the spring. 

Some gardeners save the small corms 
attached to the bottom of the mother bulb 
for increasing their plantings. To get a 
larger supply of a desirable variety, plant 
the cormlets in rows in the cutting garden 
or in a corner where they will not be dis- 
turbed for a year or two. 


Color prom Shrubs 


Although you should place orders for aza- 
leas, camellias, rhododendrons, and other 
shrubs immediately, you may wish to wait 
to plant them until after they start to 
bloom. In this way you can be sure of their 
colors and place them accordingly. 

The sasanqua camellias are coming into 
bloom, so this is an excellent time to select 
plants. The camellia is much more spread- 
ing and informal in habit than the japonica 
types and can be used in several unusual 
and effective ways. 

Among the heathers that will soon be show- 
ing color are Erica carnea and some of its 
varieties. Springwood white and Spring- 
wood pink are dwarf and spreading. They 
are most effective as ground covers or as 
rock garden shrubs. 

If you have a small garden, grow some of the 
dwarf brooms. Moonlight broom (Cytisus 
praecox,) grows to about 3 feet; the full 
bloom of its soft yellow, pea-shaped flowers 
contrasts well with some of the early bloom- 
ing wild lilac (ceanothus). C. kewensis is 
about the same size and has cream-colored 
flowers. Remember the dwarf brooms if you 
wish to cover a spot on a warm hillside or 
need a drought-resistant plant along a 
sunny drive. 

Many cotoneasters and pyracanthas will be 
in color by now. You can plant them from 
containers or in balled form at any time. 





Red-berried pyracanthas make a clean-cut, stencilled ap- 
pearance when espaliered against a white brick or stone wall 
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Salmon pink godetia, white narcissus, blue 
viola make a delightful pastel combination 


When planting prostrate cotoneasters do 
not make the mistake of putting them too 
close to a walk. Too often this makes it nec- 
essary to cut them back frequently, thus 
destroying their shape. 

Bright red-berried pyracanthas are among 
the most effective of all wall shrubs. 

The Australian fuchsia will soon be in 
bloom. Although it is available in various 
colors, the most useful and popular variety 
is pink-flowered Gorrea pulchella. It grows 
about 3 feet high and often spreads to 6 
feet. Correa Harrisii has bright red flowers. 
All correas require a little summer shade in 
the interior valleys. One valley gardener 
shades the correas in her garden with zin- 
nias which are ready to be pulled out when 
the shrubs begin to bloom. 

Don’t be overly anxious to buy the largest 
shrubs. Those in gallon cans seem to estab- 
lish themselves faster and usually catch up 
with the larger sizes in a year or two. 





A pelargonium specialist in the Sacra- 
mento Valley places a 6-inch mulch 
of peat moss and leaves around her 
pelargoniums in the fall. The plants 
freeze down to the mulch, but the | 
roots remain alive and new growth 
starts quickly in the spring. Mulch- 
ing can be delayed until November 
if October remains mild. 








Watering 

Although rains may come in October, it 
takes a long time for the ground to become 
thoroughly soaked. Take care to water gen- 
erously evergreen trees and shrubs, par- 
ticularly azaleas and camellias. If these 
shrubs are allowed to get too dry at this 
time, you may have trouble with bud drop 
in the flowering season. 

Be sure to give violets and primroses ade- 
quate water, as these early spring blooming 
plants will soon be forming their buds. Cut 
runners from violets to concentrate energy 
on the main parts of the plant. 

Fall pruning of pelargonium, princess 
flower, fuchsia, hibiscus, heliotrope, and 
other tender plants is dangerous. The young 
growth which results from cutting will be 
exposed to fall frosts.

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Orchids without a greenhouse 


Amateur grower raises many varieties 
in a lean-to shelter along his garage 


MANY GARDENERS in various sec- 
tions of California are growing orchids 
without the benefit of a greenhouse. Cymbi- 
diums and epidendrums are grown in care- 
fully protected spots outdoors as far north 
as Oakland. As you go south of Santa Bar- 
bara, the number of orchid varieties that 
may be grown in unheated lathhouses, 
patios, and similar shelters becomes larger. 
One of the most successful experiments in 
growing orchids without a greenhouse is 
carried on by Mr. Franklin A. Over of San 
Diego, Director of the San Diego County 
Orchid Society. In a 7- by 20-foot lean-to 
along the east side of his garage, he grows 
approximately 300 plants of nearly 50 dif- 
ferent varieties, including both cattleyas 
and laelias. 

The north and east sides of the shelter are 
boarded up solid. Over the roof and the 
south end is stretched flexible plastic glaz- 
ing which comes in rolls 36 inches wide and 
costs about 6 cents per square foot. When 
extra shade is required, cheesecloth is 
stretched above the plants just below the 
glazing. In extremely hot sections, coarse 
burlap may be used. 

Heavy hardware cloth is placed over the 
wooden bench frames; underneath are Jarge 
pans filled with water and charcoal to pro- 
vide the proper humidity. An ordinary, 
electric bathroom heater provides the heat 
and is controlled by a chicken brooder ther- 
mostat which keeps the temperature above 
55° on winter nights. A small electric fan 
serves to circulate the air and cool the 
atmosphere on hot summer days. 


CULTURE 

Epiphytal or tree orchids, whose roots de- 
pend more on air and water than on com- 
post for their nourishment, are packed in 
green sphagnum moss with plenty of char- 
coal worked into it. The sphagnum moss is 
soaked in water and wrung out before the 
charcoal is added. Leaf mold is added to the 
sphagnum moss, also. Laelias, lycastes, 
odontoglossums, and cattleyas are epiphy- 
tal types of orchids. 

For semi-epiphytes or terrestrial orchids, 
such as cymbidiums, a mixture of 1 part 
coarse sand or haydite, 1 part leaf mold, 1% 
part finely chopped sphagnum, and 1% part 
charcoal is used. No soil is added. A little 
well-rotted cow manure or bone meal may 
be added to any cymbidium compost, but 
do not use too much.. The orchid grows 
slowly and does not require as much imme- 
diate food as a plant that runs its whole life 
cycle in one season. 


POTTING 

Dead roots and diseased portions of bulbs 
not yet established are cut away. The cuts 
are dried with sulfur or painted with prun- 
ing compound, and the treated bulb is 
potted firmly. Bulbs without roots are some- 
times fastened into the compost with heavy 
copper wire. They should be sprinkled only 
until roots and growth appear. 

If the plant has good roots, the compost is 
carefully tucked in among them, and the 
outer roots sheathed with moss before the 
plant is placed in the pot. Hold the corm 
just above the rim of the pot as the compost 
is firmly packed and the charcoal sprinkled 
in. It is important to get a firm compost 
that will hold up without souring and per- 
mit the air to circulate in the pot. Check for 
good drainage. If the water does not run 
through the pot quickly, the clump should 
be knocked out of the pot and repacked. 
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Diagram of how to grow laelias on boards 


Mr. Over grows many laclias on boards, 
slabs of bark, and tree branches. A pad is 
made of sphagnum moss which has been 
soaked and wrung out and to which char- 
coal has been added. This pad is stapled to 
the branch or board. Compost is worked in 
about the roots of the plant, which is then 
set on the stapled pad with the oldest bulb 
pointing down. Pads of sphagnum are 
placed on each side of the plant and the 
whole is wired to the board. It is then ready 
to be hung up in the lathhouse. 


PRUNING 

Mr. Over keeps orchid plants moderately 
pruned of old bulbs. When a bulb has no 
roots of its own it becomes a back-bulb 
which draws on the younger bulbs for sup- 
port. During a drought in their native 
habitat, young flowering bulbs draw on the 
stored energy of the back-bulbs. As this is 
seldom necessary in cultivated plants, it is 
best to prune off the old bulbs to conserve 
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energy for flowering. The old bulb may be 
used for the propagation of new plants. 
The shock produced by its removal from 
the plant causes the dormant eyes of the 
old bulb to start into growth. If the bulb is 
placed on damp sphagnum moss in a warm 
spot, new plants will begin to grow. Pruning 
or dividing should be done only when the 
plant is dormant. This applies to practically 
all orchid plants that have back-bulbs. 


WATERING 

The most important rule in orchid culture 
is not to overwater. The orchid is tough and 
hard to kill; intense heat or extreme cold 
may weaken or set it back, but the one sure 
way to kill it is to give it too much water. 
Failure to provide proper drainage in the 
pot also will cause the plant to die. 

Water for orchids should be neutral or 
slightly on the acid side. Rain water is ex- 
actly right. Saturate the pot completely 
when watering. However, be careful not to 
overwater new growth, as many types will 
damp off if the new growth is kept too wet. 
Allow the pot to dry out completely before 
watering again so air will have a chance to 
circulate through the root system. In gen- 
eral, it is necessary to water about once a 
week, depending on humidity and drainage. 
On hot days, syringe or spray bulbs ,and 
foliage. In addition, wet down the benches 
and walks daily. 


DISEASES AND PESTS 

Orchids are comparatively free from disease 
and few pests trouble them. A spray solu- 
tion containing DDT, Volk, and nicotine 
will control scale and other diseases easily 
and should be used occasionally as a pre- 
ventive measure. 


VARIETIES 

For blooms throughout the year, the follow- 
ing inexpensive orchids are recommended: 
sPRING: Laelia speciosa, also known as ma- 
jalis, blooms on the new growth; makes 
flower first and bulb later. It has beautiful 
orchid-lavender flowers from 5 to 7 inches 
across, and is usually in bloom on Mother’s 
Day in May. 

suMMER: Laelia cinnabarina, bears 3 to 5 
medium-sized orange-red flowers; Lycaste 
aromatica, a fragrant, single, medium-sized 
yellow flower on one stem. Many flowering 
stems spring up simultaneously with the 
new growth around last year’s bulb. 

FALL: Laelia autumnalis, blooms from the 
top of the bulb, has fragrant rose-purple to 
white flowers 3 to 4 inches across, several on 
a stem; Odontoglossum grande, has several 
5- to 7-inch, showy, yellow flowers striped 
with brown which bloom on a spike grow- 
ing from the base of the bulb. 

winTER: Laelia anceps, similar to autum- 
nalis but not fragrant; Zygopetalum Mack- 
ayi, throws spike from base of new bulb and 
has 6 to 10 beautiful 3- to 4-inch flowers 
with yellow-green sepals and petals blotched 
purple-brown. The lip is white with blue 
stripes. This species should be potted in the 
mixture described for cymbidiums.

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Amaryllis 


The bright-flowered hybrids 
make spectacular pot plants 


THE AMARYLLIS familiar to most 
gardeners is the old fashioned, fragrant, 
pink, trumpet-shaped Belladonna lily that 
blooms in the garden in July and August. 
Not so well known are the amaryllis hybrids 
which carry the botanical name of hip- 
peastrum. Their spectacular rose, crimson, 
fire red, or white flowers appear in clusters 
of 2 to 4 at the top of a hollow stem. The 
Reginae hybrids have bright red, lily-like 
flowers with white-starred throats; the vit- 
‘tatum species has red and white striped 
trumpets. The main season of bloom is from 
January to April, but intermittent flower- 
ing sometimes occurs through summer and 
early fall. 





Although hybrid amaryllis may be grown in 
the open ground in warm climates, they are 
usually planted in containers. Pot the bulbs 
in October or November and treat them as 
you would hyacinths, daffodils, tulips, and 
other bulbs forced for winter and early 
spring bloom. Or, you may pot them up for 
safekeeping over the winter and plant them 
out in the ground in the spring after the 
weather becomes warm. The latter method 
is recommended even for gardeners living in 
mild winter sections; although frosts may 
not be severe enough to injure the tender 
green foliage, temperatures outside may not 
be high enough to produce satisfactory 
well-developed blooms. 


FORCING 

If forced in pots, the average amaryllis 
bulb, which measures 314 to 4 inches in 
diameter, requires about 6 weeks to form 
roots and 4 weeks more to produce flower 
buds. As the bulb should be planted in a 
pot not more than 1 or 2 inches larger than 
itself, a 6-inch pot is usually right. Amaryllis 
enjoys being cramped. If you give it too 
much growing room, the chances are you 
won't have blossoms. 


PLANTING 
Do not plant amaryllis too deep. The neck 
and shoulders of the bulb must be above

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the top level of the soil. In other words, 
cover one-half to two-thirds of the bulb. 
When planted in the open ground, the bulb 
should be barely covered. 

A light, non-acid compost is preferred. Use 
a tablespoon of bone meal for a 6-inch pot. 
There should be plenty of broken crock in 
the bottom of the container for drainage. 
Little watering is needed at this time, just 
enough to moisten the compost. After pot- 
ting, keep in a cool, shady frame, porch, or 
garage until the bulb is rooted. 

The flower bud will begin to push up as 
soon as the rooting is completed. Bring it 
into tempered light in a curtained window, 
shaded porch, or greenhouse, and keep it 
there until the stalk becomes green, when it 
may be moved to full sun. In the house, a 
south window is a good location. Continue 
to water moderately until the flower stalk is 
t inches high; after that, the plant will re- 
quire more water. Fertilize about every 2 
weeks with liquid manure when watering. 


iFTER BLOOM 

It is extremely important to give proper 
care after bloom when the amaryllis bulb is 
busy making next year’s flowers. Cut the 
stalk after the flowers have faded. On plants 
grown inside in pots, this will usually be 
sometime in April. 

When the green points of the new leaves ap- 
pear, gently scrape away the old surface 
soil and replace it with fresh soil and 1 
tablespoon of bone meal, tamping it down 
around the bulb. Be careful not to let the 
new soil cover more than two-thirds of the 
bulb. Continue to give it water, sunshine, 
and fertilizer. As it is handsome at this 
period, also, it can keep its special place 
in the window. 

Many gardeners move potted amaryllis 
from indoors into the garden during the 
summer, keeping it in a half-shaded place. 
It is brought indoors again about October 
or just before the weather becomes cold. 


REPOTTING 

Because the amaryllis resents root disturb- 
ance, most growers advise against frequent 
repotting. Many allow the root system liter- 
ally to break the pot.

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Anemone coronaria outstanding for cutting 


Anemones from 
Spring to Fall 


MOST GARDENERS know the spring 
flowering anemone and invariably associate 
it with ranunculus. Comparatively few are 
acquainted with the Japanese anemone 
which, although its flowers are similar to 
the above, is a herbaceous perennial that 
blooms in late summer and early fall. By 
planting tubers of the first one and rooted 
division of the Japanese type this month, 
you can have bloom from anemones in 
spring, summer, and fall. 


JAPANESE ANEMONE 

The Japanese anemone (A. japonica) is one 
of the most beautiful of the autumn flowers, 
blooming until after the first frosts. It is as 
hardy as its white, pink, or rose blossoms 
are dainty and fragile. 

There are a number of named varieties, the 
most popular of which are A. japonica alba, 
a pure white single with a yellow center; 
Whirlwind, a double white; Alice, with large 
rose pink flowers and delicate lilac centers; 
Frau Marie Manshart, an early flowering, 
semi-double white which blooms prolifically; 
Queen Charlotte, a semi-double silvery 
pink; and Kriemhilde, a soft lilac. 

A. japonica prefers shade and enjoys a moist 
but well-drained soil rich in humus. The 
plants should never be allowed to dry out in 
the summer. Well-rotted manure and a 
mulch of decayed leaves during the warm 
weather will develop better flowers. As the 
fibrous roots resent disturbance, there may 
not be much bloom the first season after 
planting. After a few years the Japanese 
anemone must be restrained to keep it 
within bounds. 


TUBEROUS ANEMONES 
The poppy-flowered anemones (A. coro- 
naria) are spring blooming. Many of them

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are strictly florists’ flowers, but those of the 
St. Brigid strain may be planted now for 
late spring or June flowering. This strain is 
of French origin. Large, solitary blossoms 
in vivid purple, red, and blue are com- 
plemented by fine, graceful foliage. His 
Excellency has 3-inch, velvety vermilion 
blooms; Blue Poppy has large, deeply col- 
ored blue flowers. 

The curiously shaped tubers of A. coronaria 
should be planted with the points down. It 
is best to place the tubers in moist sand 
until growth begins; then plant in their per- 
manent location 2 to 3 inches deep. They, 
too, like a moist, cool, well-drained soil. 


As the poppy-flowered anemone is more sen- 


sitive to low temperatures, a winter mulch 
is advisable in colder sections of the North- 
west. Use leaves or straw held in place with 
evergreen boughs. 

A. hortensis is the broad-leafed garden 
anemone. The leaves are broad and irreg- 
ularly cut, and the flowers come in shades 
of red, rose, purple, and white. Their blooms 
are slightly smaller than those of the poppy- 
flowered anemone. 

For earlier spring flowering, there are sev- 
eral species especially suited to the rock gar- 
den. Liking a dry, rocky soil is the Pasque- 
flower (A. Pulsatilla). The bell-shaped flow- 
ers are blue and bluish purple; the foliage is 
hairy. Both the European wood anemone 
(A. nemorosa) and the American variety 
(A. quinquefolia) are low growing and en- 
joy partial shade. All are good for cutting. 
Described by plant explorer Reginald Farrer 
as king of glory among its race is A. alpina. 
Above ferny leaves, blue-tinged buds open 
to snow white, golden-stamened flowers on 
12- to 15-inch stems. 

Although common in Europe, and espe- 
cially in England where it almost grows 
wild, the Apennine anemone (A. apennina) 
is not so well known here. This species has 
single, clear blue, daisy-like flowers and 
thrives in light shade of deciduous trees or 
in rock gardens.

FLOWERS that you plant especially for 
cutting should have sturdy, not too short 
stems and long-lasting blooms in clear, har- 
monious colors. Following are bulbs whose 
flowers you can count on to hold up satisfac- 
torily after they are brought into the house. 


ANEMONES AND RANUNCULUS 


J. HORACE MCFARLAND 





Ranunculus, bright flowered, long stemmed 


This pair always seems to travel together, 
the anemone providing the blue and purple 
shades missing in strains of ranunculus, 
which include all the warm colors. 

Of the anemones offered in mixed colors, the 
single De Caen and the semi-double St. 
Brigid strains are most popular. Among the 
single colors there are the striking Blue 
Poppy; His Excellency, a white-centered 
scarlet; and The Bride, an exquisite, large, 
single white. 

There are a number of named varieties of 
ranunculus. Tecolote Giant is a magnificent 
strain in a color range from white through 
yellow, pink, orange, and red, and with both 
light and dark centers. The new Claremont 
hybrids have large semi-double and double 
blossoms in a rich color range through the 
yellows and reds and in various blendings. 
Bulbs of both ranunculys and anemones 
should be soaked for 15 minutes to an hour 
or until they get plump. Overnight soaking 
is apt to cause them to rot. Some gardeners 
place the bulbs between wet burlap or in 
sand, keeping the sand or burlap moist un- 
til the bulbs send out little sprouts, usually 
about 4 days. After they have sprouted, 
plant in well-drained soil that has been

DUTCH IRIS 

The orchid-like Dutch iris last longer after 
cutting than many bulbs, and the colors, for 
the most part, are clear and beautiful. 
Nurseries this year are offering new varie- 
ties imported from Holland. In addition, 
there are the reliable Wedgewood Blue, 
Bronze Queen, Blue Horizon, Imperator, 
and White Excelsior. 

Although some gardeners lift bulbs of Dutch 
iris and replant them each fall, you can let 
them remain in the ground for several years. 
In colder climates, a mulch should be placed 
over the ground for winter protection. 


STAR OF BETHLEHEM 





Ornithogalum aureum has golden yellow 
flowers on sturdy stems often 15 inches tall 


Ornithogalum umbellatum is called the star 
of Bethlehem because of its pure white 
flowers with beady black centers. Both this 
species and the orange-yellow flowered 
O. thyrsoides aureum are excellent cutting 
bulbs. Be careful where you plant the white 
variety; once happily established, it will run 
wild in the garden. 


DAFFODILS 

Daffodils need no introduction as cut flow- 
ers, although some varieties are preferred 
above others for this purpose. Among the 
yellow trumpets are Aerolite, King Alfred, 
Lord Wellington, Tresserve, and Warrick. 
Of the white trumpets, Lovenest, Mrs. E. H. 
Krelage, and Silver Glory are excellent. 
From the incomparabilis group, you might 
choose Croesus, Dick Wellband, Francisca 
Drake, Helios, John Evelyn, Lucinius, and 
Red Cross. 

If you like the shallow, bright-cupped Barrii 
narcissus, try Barrii Conspicuous, Bath’s 
Flame, Diana Kasner, Firetail, Alcida, 
Eclair, and Mayflower.

Buy the largest bulbs 
available if you want to be sure of blooms 
next spring. Be sure to provide the bulbs 
with perfect drainage and keep them dry 
in summer. 


SIBERIAN BLUEBELL 

Include something different in your cutting 
bed by planting the Siberian bluebell (Jzio- 
lirion Pallasii). The deep blue or violet tu- 
bular flowers in generous umbels on 12-inch 
stems resemble brodiaeas. If you wish to 
keep the bulbs vigorous, remove the faded 
flowers before they set seeds. 


TULIPS 

If you like large flowers in large arrange- 
ments, plant Darwin, Breeder, or Cottage 
tulips. Favorites in their color class are 
Clara Butt, still one of the best salmon 
pinks; Inglescombe Pink; Farncombe Sand- 
ers, scarlet; Dido, salmon and orange; In- 
glescombe Yellow; Mrs. Moon, rich yellow 
with pointed petals; Ellen Willmott, soft 
creamy yellow; and Zwanenburg and Car- 
rara, white.

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How winter temperatures control 
the flowering time of plants 


Sunset’s Science Editor, Dr. F. W. Went, suggests ways to take 
advantage of natural laws of bloom control 


PHOTOPERIODICITY, the response 
of plants to the length of day, especially as 
regards flowering, is largely restricted to 
annuals and to late flowering perennials 
such as chrysanthemums and poinsettia. 
Flowering in most perennial plants has 
nothing to do with the relative length of 
day and night. Whereas annuals have noth- 
ing but day length to tell them how far the 
season is advanced, winters are the mile- 
stones in the life of perennials. Most of the 
spring flowers of our gardens are peren- 
nials: these include shrubs, such as flowering 
cherries, flowering peaches, lilacs, and jes- 
samine; bulbous plants, such as daffodils, 
tulips, and hyacinths; plants with root 
stocks, such as iris. Most of our trees are 
spring flowering, too: elm, maple, alder, wil- 
low, and, of course, all conifers. 


SPRING FLOWERING 

There is a basic reason why spring flowering 
is sO common in perennial plants. As a re- 
sult of early flowering, the fruits which fol- 
low have all the summer and sometimes 
even spring and fall in which to ripen. For 
in spring these plants start out with a suf- 
ficient amount of stored food carried over 
from the previous year to maintain flowers 
and young fruits even before the leaves have 
come to their support. Theoretically, such 
perennials can flower as soon as the tem- 
perature is above freezing. Some actually 
do that. 

The erythronium, commonly known as the 
avalanche lily, of our Pacific Northwest 
mountains flowers less than two weeks after 
the snow has disappeared, and the snow- 


drop and crocus may even penetrate 
through a thin covering of snow. 

STAGES OF FLOWER FORMING 

It is obvious that such early spring flowers 
were already present as buds in the bulbs or 
the buds from which they sprang, for, espe- 
cially at low temperatures, the develop- 
ment of a flower bud from a stem tip is a 
slow process, usually requiring one to two 
months. Therefore, in spring flowers we 
have an excellent example of the separation 
of flower formation into two distinct stages: 
the embryonic stage from growing point to 
flower bud, and the unfolding stage from 
bud to open flower. These two stages are 
usually separated in perennial plants by the 
winter. In apples, pears, and peaches, the 
flower buds are formed from July to Sep- 
tember of the year preceding their opening 
into flowers. In tulips and hyacinths, the 
flower buds are produced in August and 
September, and in daffodils they are pro- 
duced in June. This means that after the 
season of flower bud formation early or late 
in summer, nothing further can be done to 
produce more flower buds in these plants. 
After the production of flower buds, the 
only remaining problems are how the buds 
open and why they wait until winter has 
passed, since most of them are ready in late 
summer. In nature it is the low winter tem- 
perature which makes the buds open next 
spring. Although the opening of these pre- 
formed flower buds requires the warmth of 
spring, they cannot respond to this warmth 
until they have passed through the cold of 
winter. It is usually said that flower buds at 
such a stage are dormant.

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CONTROL OF FLOWERING 

Dormant buds are a fine potential source of 
flowers, provided their dormancy can be 
broken. This makes lilacs and flowering 
peaches ideal plants for florists. Their flow- 
ering can be controlled in several ways. If 
in autumn they are brought into a warm 
place, they will not open their flowers until 
cold or some other treatment breaks their 
dormancy. If, when they are brought in, 
they ate placed in cold storage, their dor- 
mancy will be broken but they will not 
flower until they are placed in warm sur- 
roundings. In this way, florists can have 
these flowers at almost any time of the year 
at only a few weeks’ notice. 


Usually, buds containing flowers are less 
dormant than vegetative buds. Peach and 
other deciduous trees flower before the 
leaves develop because the dormancy of the 
flower bud wears off. If we knew more 
about the theory of bud dormancy, it might 
be possible to adorn lilac or peach branches 
with both leaves and flowers at the same 
time. Whereas in most plants spring flower- 
ing is an advantage because of the resultant 
long period of seed ripening, for other plants 
it is an absolute necessity. In deciduous 
forests, the forest floor is heavily shaded 
from May until the beginning of November. 
Before May we find a group of delightful 
spring flowers, such as blood-root, anemone 
and May apple, taking advantage of the 
light before the trees come into leaf. Their 
flowers open in March, they have leaves in 
April, and have finished their development 
by the time the heavy shade appears in 
the month of May. 


EFFECTS OF COLD 

There is another group of plants, the bien- 
nials, which germinate and grow one year 
and produce flowers and seeds the next. 
Their flowering also is conditioned by the 
intervening winter, but contrary to the 
spring flowers, they have no pre-formed 
flower buds before winter starts. The cold 
temperatures during winter cause the for- 
mation of flower buds early next spring. 
Beets, sugar beets, cabbage, carrots, and 
foxglove behave in this manner. When a 
beet or a cabbage plant is kept in a green- 
house over winter, it will continue to grow 
as a beet or a cabbage; that is te say, it con- 
tinues to form leaves. But when such a 
plant is kept near freezing for a month, then 
replaced in the greenhouse, it suddenly 
stops producing leaves, and along stem with 
flowers appears instead. Therefore, beets 
have to be sown rather early in the season 
to produce good tubers before winter. When 
beets are sown in September or October, 
they will start to grow normally, but before 
they have had time to produce a thick, 
fleshy root, low winter temperatures induce 
the plant to start making flowers. Next 
spring the beet plant bolts without ever 
having made an edible beet. 


Much research has been done to determine 
how cold affects beet plants. When the thick 
root is kept warm and only the leaves are 
chilled, the plant will not flower. But when

-the growing point is chilled, it will start to 


produce flowers. This is different from the 
long- and short-day plants which require 
long or short periods of daylight to flower. 
In such cases, the light has to fall on the 
leaves to produce an effect. The leaves then 
send out a message to the growing point to 
notify it of the change in conditions, upon 
which the growing point changes into a 
flower. We have good evidence that in short- 
day plants the message is delivered by a 
hormone. This flowering hormone is pro- 
duced in the leaves and is transported from 
them to the growing points. It can be ex- 
pected that in the near future some scien- 
tist will succeed in extracting this hormone 
and bringing it into a form which can be 
administered to other plants. Such plants 
would then start to flower. It is unnecessary 
to point out the importance of such a dis- 
covery, and it is understandable that in 
many laboratories the problem of the flow- 
ering hormone is being investigated. 


CURIOUS BLOOMING HABITS 

There are some curious cases known of 
plants, all of which bloom on the same day 
and then have a period of a week to a year 
without a single open flower. The moraea, a 
kind of iris, behaves in this fashion. All 
plants in a certain area will have open flow- 
ers on the same day, followed by a period 
of 8 to 15 days without flowers, after which 
all the plants flower again on the same day. 
In another case, the dove-orchid of the 
Malayan Archipelago, the cause of this 
simultaneous flowering is known. If these 
plants are chilled by placing them overnight 
in a box cooled with ice, they will have open 
flowers nine days later. In nature such chill- 
ing occurs after a heavy rain. Therefore, all 
dove-orchids in an area where the same 
heavy rain fell will flower nine days later. 
The coffee shrub behaves in the same way. 
Nine days after the first heavy shower of 
the rainy season, all coffee plants in a whole 
plantation will bloom, making the air heavy 
with their sweet but sometimes overpower- 
ing aroma. 

The bamboo flowers rarely, but when it 
does bloom all the stems are so heavily 
laden with grasslike flowers that the bam- 
boo completely exhausts itself and dies after 
ripening its seeds. Since all bamboo plants 
of the same kind flower simultaneously, 
such an occurrence is a calamity in tropical 
regions where the population depends on 
bamboo for all kinds of building material, 
cooking utensils, and furniture. It takes the 
bamboo groves several years to reconstitute 
themselves after a mass flowering. Such 
flowering occurs only once every 33 or 66 
years, and, most curiously, plants trans- 
planted to other parts of the world will 
flower in the same year as the plants in their 
country of origin. 

All in all, flowering is a fascinating subject 
for the home gardener, commercial grower, 
and scientist. Even though we already pos- 
sess some interesting information on the 
subject, in the future we may expect ad- 
vances in knowledge which will be of great 
theoretical and practical importance.

IF YOU do not judge flowers by their size 
or symmetry of form, you will appreciate 
the delicately beautiful Camellia Sasanqua, 
whose blooms are reminiscent of wild roses. 
This species has always been favored above 
all other camellias in Japan, where it is na- 
tive to the mountains of Kyushu and Shi- 
koku, and in the Luchu Islands. 


HISTORY 

Various garden forms of C. Sasanqua were 
undoubtedly carried by priests and traders 
to the large cities of China, for it is from 
the vicinity of Canton that the first plants 
of this species were taken to England early 
in the 19th century. In his Monographie du 
Genre Camellia, Paris, 1837, Abbe Lorenzo 
Berlése gives 1810 as the date of the intro- 
duction of the single white form, and 1816 
for the double pink type called C. Sasanqua 
rosea plena, or multiflora. It is now quite 
certain that the white Camellia Sasanqua 
flore simplice, known as “Lady Banks’ Ca- 
mellia,” was brought to England from 
Japan in 1811. 

Most of the varieties of C. Sasanqua grown 
in this country today are of recent introduc- 
tion. In the last few years, largely through 











the efforts of two growers, the number of 
sasanqua varieties in American collections 
has been increased to more than 100.

full display. In colder sections of the coun- 
try, this early flowering habit saves the 
sasanqua blooms from frost injury; in all 
areas, it extends the camellia season by sev- 
eral months. 


GROWTH HABITS 

In their native habitat, the sasanquas are 
found growing as rather open, twiggy, pic- 
turesque shrubs, 8 to 10 feet high, with 
much smaller foliage than C. japonica. 
When young, the branches are slender, red- 
dish, and hairy. As the plants grow older, 
they develop a bushy and compact habit 
of growth. 

The cultivated varieties of C. Sasanqua 
have several distinct forms of growth. Some 
are openly branched and spreading, others 
yuite upright, and still others definitely pen- 
dulous or weeping in habit. There is con- 
siderable variation in foliage also, some va- 
rieties having leaves as large as those of 
C. japonica. The dried foliage of certain va- 
rieties is distinctly aromatic and is fre- 
quently added to tea to increase the bou- 
quet. A decoction made from the leaves is 
also used by some Oriental women to wash 
their hair. 


FLOWER FORMS 

The blooms of the horticultural varieties 
also differ widely from those of the wild 
types. The small, single white flowers of the 
native species have been bred to produce 
larger blooms in every shade and tint from 
pure white to deep carmine, and floral forms 
developed include single, semi-double, dou- 
ble, and peony types. Although there are a 
few variegated varieties and some which 
are exquisitely shaded from lighter to darker 
tones, the sasanquas are relatively stable 
plants and do not produce sports as readily 
as the japonicas. 


GARDEN USES 
The primary usefulness of the sasanquas lies 
in their beauty and adaptability as garden 
shrubs. They will take more sun and cold 
than most. varieties of C. japonica. Although 
the sasanquas may be used just as the 
japonicas in borders, for backgrounds, or 
around the house, they are even more val- 
uable in certain unique treatments. 

The upright forms are especially attractive 
when grown as a high natural hedge. The 
open-branched, spreading varieties may be 
put to the same use as the upright types. 
The trailing and sprawling habits of the 
pendulous varieties make them excellent 
ground covers in front of taller shrubs. 
From sasanqua varieties available in Pacific 
Coast nurseries, the following six have been 
chosen as representative and worth includ- 
ing in a collection:

Hebe: The exquisite, single, deep rose-pink 
flowers are borne in great profusion. The 
upright, spreading plant is vigorous and has 
bronzy green foliage. 

White Doves: One of the finest and largest 
of the double sasanquas. The gracefully 
trailing plant is loaded with great masses of 
delicate, feathery, snowy white flowers. 
Showa-No-Sakae: A fine, large, semi-double 
pink flower. The plant is of weeping habit 
and has extremely large leaves. One of the 
Japanese varieties imported by an eastern 
grower, it is fairly new to the West Coast. 





Camellia Sasanqua rosea has single, rose- 
pink flowers. Briar rose is similar to it 


Briar Rose: A single, soft clear pink variety 
which resembles a wild rose. As on wild 
roses, the loose attachment of petals and 
stamens in the sasanquas causes the blooms 
to shatter at maturity, covering the ground 
beneath the plants with blankets of petals. 
This variety has small, dark green foliage 
and an open, flaring habit of growth. 
Tanya: One of the finest deep-colored varie- 
ties. The delicate single flowers are deep 
purple-rose. The foliage is dark and glossy, 
and the plant rather dwarf and weeping in 
its growing habit. 

Should you want to add to this collection, 
there are a few nurseries in which you can 
find other varieties. As it is best to see the 
sasanquas in bloom before you buy, now is 
the time to start shopping for them. 


Although sasanquas seed freely and the fast 
growing seedlings are especially favored for 
use as understocks in grafting, the real pos- 
sibilities for hybridizing this species remain 
unexplored. If the exquisite colors, delicate 
texture, and the early, free blooming habits 
of this plant can be transmitted to the other 
species, a whole new race of camellias will 
result. However, the sasanquas have much 
to offer just as they are.
